HIS PLACE IN THE CABINET WILL BE

The Vice-Presidential Nominee Inter. 
viewed on the Ticket and the Outlook— 
How Prominent Democrats at Wash- 
ington Regard the Work at Minneap- 
olis—Murat Halstead Tells the Story of 
Bleine’s Fali—Irish Republicans Dis- 
pleased With the Honors Heaped Upon 
Shepard.) 


WasnhixoTor, D. O., June 11.—President 
Harrison has spent the entire day shaking 
hands with those who have come to con- 
gratulate him and opening telegrams from 
those who are too far away to express in 
person their pleasure at his renomination. 
Part ot the Saturday afternoon programme 
at the White House is a public reception in 
the east room. Usually a crowd of a hundred 
or so gather during the noon hour and at 1 
o’clock the President comes and takes 
each visitor by the hand. To-day the great 
east room could hardly hold the crowd. At 
least a thousand men, women and children 
crowded in at the big door and the President 
patiently stood until the last one had grasped 
his hand. 

Ali the Republican Senators and Repre- 
sentatives called to-day, and even a few 
Democrats dropped in to congratulate the 
President upon the renewed evidence of his 
party’s confidence in his Adminstration/ The 
members of the Cabinet all called once or 
twice, and a large number of subordinate 
office-bolders came in to express thelr grati- 
fication at the President’s renomination, and 
incidentally to call his attention to the fact 
that they were still on earth. 

Two private wires were kept humming all 
day with dispatches from prominent people 
all over the giobe. 

Andrew Carnegie, who four years ago 
driving Mr. Blaine around Scotiand, cabled 
from his place at Sunningdale, away up in 
the Scotch hills: ‘*‘The American people 
know a good thing when they get it. Hearti- 
est congratulations. You deserve the tri- 
umph.’’ 

Senator Stanford, at London, cabled his 
congratulations, and added this sentence: 
It is a recognition and appreciation of an 
administration of the ablestand without re- 
proach.’’ 

Our new Minister at Paris, Mr. Coolidge, 
who is hardly yet warm in the Amer 
ican Legation, hastened to send his 
warmest congratulations, in which he was 
joined by the entire staff of the American 
embassy. It willbe seen that these gentle- 
men are real diplomats. 

One of the most significant messages was, 
received from Fred N. Dow, the collector 
at Portiand, Me. In view of 
the fact that Mr. Dow has 
been racking his brain for several weeks in 
the effort to straddle the situation editorially 
in the columns of the Portiand Zzpress his 
telegram is interesting, Mr. Dow says: 
‘‘The Portland Club, of which James G. 
Blaine and Thomas B. Reed are members, 
at 6 o’clock this morning threw out a 
campaign banner bearing the name of Har- 
rison and Reid. Some of the President's 
advisers who read Dow’s dispatch, tossed it 
aside with an alr which plainly indicated 
their belief that the Portland collector 
and his friends would have thrown out a 
Blaine and Alger banner with quite as much 
gusto had the nomination gone the other 


way. 
| BLAINE’S SUCCESSOR. 

It is believed here that the President will 
at once take up and shortly decide the ques- 
tion of Mr. Blaine’s successor. That he must 
be a man of influence in the 
party and thoroughly acceptable to 
the leaders in the pivotal States is 
generally conceded. The name of Chaun. 
cey M. Depew has deen favorably con- 
sidered in connection with the place, and al- 
though Mr. Depew is quoted as saying that 
he could not accept it, there is a 
feeling that he will be consulted 
about the matter before final action

AT THE CAPITOL. 

The interest shown at the Capitol yesterday 
at the outcome of the ‘choice of President 
Harrison fora second term by ihe Minneap- 
olis convention, was in striking contrast to 
the air of peaceful serenity and quietude

As neither House was in session and none of 
the committees held meetings, there was no 
reason for the presence of the lawmakers in 
either chamber of Congress, and except for 
the presence of four or five members in 
the House ee | letters at their 
desks and a few members and pages on the 
floor, the bullding was almost deserted. An 
attempt was made to continue the census 
investigation, but as the members of the 
committee seemed averse to attending this 
morning nothing was done, and the only two 
members who were present adjourned them- 
selves and left the Capitol. The large biack- 

rad on which the returns were received 
yesterday in the House, has been removed 
from its perch in front of the. Speaker’s 
desk until the Democratic convention meets, 
when it will be called upon again to inform 
the Democratic members how the ballots are 
going in Chicago. The Senate was lke- 
wise deserted and nota Senator except Mr. 
Frye made his appearance during the morn- 
ing. Even the ubiquitous and urbane guides 
seemed scarce to-day and the number of vis- 
itors seen in the corridors and halls scarcely 
exceeded a dozen. It was the most peaceful 
day the Capitol has experienced this session. 

Mr. Harrison expects an early adjourn- 
ment of Congress. He will then leave the 
city forthe heated term. Where he will go 
depends upon Mrs. Harrison. The latter is 
Still quite lili. The President does not expect 
a repetition of the flood of delegates that 
broke upon him in Indianapolis four years 
Ago, There is no reason for their coming. 
Of course he expects to make many short 
speeches, but be does not expect to have to 
have to go through an experience similar to 
that which followed his no mination ia 1888. 


THE VICE-PRESIDENCY, 


Reid May Arouse the Opposition of the 
Union Printers. 2 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 11.—The chief 
topic in political gossip here to day is the 
failure of the Minneapolis Convention to 
complete the work of renomination by again 
placing Vice-P-esident Morton upon the 
ticket. Muchsurprise has been expressed 
and considerable curiosity aroused as 
to the cause which led to the 
change in running mates. The remarkable 
satisfaction Mr. Morton has given as presid- 
ing officer in the Senate, his great strength 
in New York, and his well Known personal 
popularity have led the general public to 
believe he would share inthe success of his 
chief. It is upderstood to-night, however, 
that Mr. Morton did not desire renomination, 
unless it was considered necessary for 
the party welfare. His wife has 
been desirous of removing from Washington 
in order to better promote the education of 
her daughters, and Mr. Morton acquiesced in 
this wish. Itissaidto have been known to 
the President that Mr. Morton desired to 
avoid a renomination unless his services 
were especially required, and hence Mr. 
Reid was selected as the choice both of Mr. 
Harrison and the convention. 
Notwithstanding the assurances given tbat 
Whitelaw Reid has satisfactorily adjusted all 
differences between the New York Tribune 
and the Typographical Union, compositors of 
this city are exhibiting much feeling on the 
subject. It will be remembered that Colum- 
bia Typographical Union contains some 
thirteen hundred members, an d 
any dissatisfaction expressed among 
the printers of this city will 
be regarded very significant. It is not 
known, however, that any action will be 
taken by the union, as the next regular 
meeting does not occur until a week fron to- 
morrow. But the fact remains without any 
reference to possible future action by the 
Typographicai Union, that the printers in 
this 0 y are said to feel much 
em bittere Over the nomination of 
Mr, Reed. It 18 even alleged 
that a movement will be inaugurated to pre- 
pores monster petition which will contain 
ne Signatures of over 200,000 Republican 
workingmen requesting the National Com- 
mittee to withdraw Mr. Reid’s name and 
less objectionable.

REID AND THE PRINTERS. 


THE TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION AGREEMENT WHICH 
PROMISES TO BECOME IMPORTANT. 


Below is given a copy of the agreement de- 
tween Typographical Union, No. 6, of New 
York and the New York T7ridune, entered into 
at the climax of the trouble between Mr. 
Reld's paper and the union printers. Itis 
probable that during the present campaign 
his document will be referred to very fre- 
quently, and it is here given in fall. 

The seventy printers employed in the 7rib- 
une Office at the time. and who went Dack to 
their places under this agreement, claimed af- 
ter two months had elapsed that the contract 
had been broken without the notice provided 
tor in ius terms. Qn Dec. 12 the force in the 
Tribune Office was replaced, under the per- 
sonal supervision of Mr. Thompson, a force 
ofmen, according to the statementof the 
printers, appearing in the composing room 
ofthe Tribune at night, and giving all hands 
concerned in the agreement notice to leave 
the building by the front stairway, their 
places being promptly taken, according to 
their claims, by non-union men, who were 
brought up in the elevator. After that date 
the Printers’ Union had issued circulars 
headed Broken Contract, giving the con- 
tract printed Delow, and bearing the words, 
and broken by Wnitelaw Reid on Dec. 12. 

The merits of this controversy, whatever 
they may be, will doubtless be settled on the 
stump and inthe papers during the present 
campaign. 

The contract is as follows: 

NEw YorkK, Nov. 19, 1883. 

The agreement made aud entered into this 19th 
day of November, 1883, between W. PF. Thompson 
ou behalf of the New York Tr al John R. 
O Donunell and the Executive Committee of New 
him 4 Typographical Union, No. 6, is to effectas fol- 
ows: 

l. The said W. P. Thompson, representing the New 
York Tribune, agrees to pay the present unlon scale 
of prices, 46 cents per 1,000 ems, to the men em- 
vioyed for the term of one year from date. 

2. The Tribune is to be aunion office for the same 
term. 

3. John R. O'Donnell and the Executive Com- 
mittee of Typographical Union, No. 6, agree not to 
interfere in any way with the type-setting machines 
or machine men solongasthey are paid the scale, 
$22 per week, now in use in sald ‘'ribune office. 

4. John K. O'Donnell and the Executive Com- 
mittee further agree not to interfere, or in any way 
annoy, trouble or attempt to interfere with the 
present foreman of said Tribune composing-room 60 
long as he performs the requirements cited in clause 
Land 2 of this agreement. 

5. It is understood and agreed that either party 
can, by giving tnirty days’ notice, revoke or modify 
this agreement in any way either party elects. 

6. It is further agreed between the same parties 
thatthe Union shall in no way interlere with the 
present status of the apprentices or other boys in the 
office.

NEW YORK PRINTERS KICK. 

New Tonk, June 11.—There promises to be 
a lively time in Big Six’’ Typographical 
Union over the indorsement sent out from 
Minneapolis to-day of Whitelaw Reid as a 
candidate. Here isthe troublesome phase: 

Resolved, That this committee indorses his candi- 
dacy and requests that he be named for the office. 

This is signed by a committee; with Presi- 
dent John A. Kengey at the head. When the 
alleged indorsement reached there this even- 
ing it caused a sensation, as Bix Six is non- 
committal and because the trouble over the 
rat“ condition of the Tribune office is 
not yet settled. This attempt to change 
Reid’s reputation as an anti-union man was 
bitterly resented, as was the thinly veiled at- 
tempt to capture the labor vote. For nine 
years or more the Tribune has been the 
union’s foe, and periodically on the eve of a 
presidential campaign efforts have been 
made to have that newspaper recognize 
the union, discharge its non-union help and 
conduct the office on strictly union princi- 
les, Failure attenued each of these at- 

mpts. This year the situation was some- 
what changed. ditor Ried was in the 
race for the Vice-Presidential nomina- 
tion. He wanted it~ bad 
badly that! he, through a subord 
communicated with the officers of 
with a view of bringing about an amicable 
settlement of the long-standing conflict.

A TALK WITH MR. REID, 


SURPRISED AT HIS NOMINATION—NO TROUBLE 
WITH THE UNION—BLAINE ALL RIGHT. 

New Tonk, June II.—The Hon. Whitelaw 
Reid, late Minister of the United States to 
France, the Republican nominee for Vice- 
President, was seen by a reporter at his 
country seat, Ophir Park, four miles 
from White Plains, to-day. Mr. Reid 
spent the whole morning in the work of re- 
ceiving congratulations. Among those who 
sent messages were: Mrs. Morton, the wife 
of the Vice-President; Minister Lincoln, 
Minister Coolidge, Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker, Secretary Elkins and 
Attorney-General Miller. Warm messages 
also came from the President and Secretary 
Blaine. Speaking of the: platform, Mr. Reid 
says it was a fizhting one and thought 
thatthe planks upon which most emphasis 
would be made in the contest were the three 
reciprocity, protection and silver. In fact, 
taking it ali around, he thought it a good 
campaign document. ‘ 

Mr. Reid said that ten days before the con- 
vention he and Mr. Blaine dined together. In 
the course of a general conversation they got 
down to politics, and Mr. Blaine told him he 
(Mr, Retd) was likely to be the next Republi- 
can candidate for the Vice-Presidency,. 

Mr. Reid told Mr. Blame that he did not 
want particularily the post and could afford 
to walt. He was satisfied with the honors

BLAINE’S FALL. 


Murat Halstead’s Picture of the Climex 
at Minneapolis, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 11.—Mr. Blaine’s 
informed friends knew two or three days ago 
that the chances for his nomination for the 
presidency were slowly and it seemed irre- 
trievably fading. Gallant efforts were made 
to revive them, and they were supported by 
generous expressions of popular feeling. As 
he regards the chapters of history ,associated 
with these days at Minneapolis, if he feels 
himself at all stricken and looks at the shaft 
by which he was pierced,he may find it guided 
in its unerring fight, as the eagle did, by his 
own plumage. It was his letter to Clarkson, 
so much complained of by the friends of the 
Administration, that nominated Harrison. 

The question is asked: 

**What effect will the story of this conven- 
tion have upon the fame of J. G. Blaine?“ 

The answer is easy and historical in its 
nature. When one thinks of the fame of 
Daniel Webster, the most colossal figure in 
our political history, who remembers or cares 
that he got but twenty-nine votes in the 
Baltimore Convention, before which he was 
for the last time a candidate for the presi- 
dency, standing against the executive chief, 
Millard Fillmore. Itis not too much to say, 
and now is the time to say it, that the mark 
which Mr. Blaine, has made in American 
annals, though notas so austere and grand 
as that of Webster, is equally brilliant and 
lofty and useful and honorable and will be as 
memorable. The author of the Pan-Ameri- 
can idea of a policy comprehending the hem- 
isphere and of a system of reciprocity that 
has opened foreign markets to our products 


Golden Gate’’ of the North American con- 
tinent, will be held in remembrance as long 
and will not be less illustrious thah the ex- 
pounder of the constitution of the United 
States, as the expression of an immortal and 
invincible nationality.

The Queen’s Opposition to an Bari Tést 
of Strength Finally Overcome—Labou- 
chere in Gladstone’s Way—"*Labby”"’ Is 
Now an Important Political Factor and 
Must Not Be Ignored in Case of Liberal 
Success Current Topics Abroad, 


Loxpox, Juhe 11.—80 far as English politics 
are concerned, everything is in full swing for 
dissolution, Balfour will make the formal 
announcement in the Commons and Salls- 
bury in the Lords next Monday. 

It appears that the chief obstacle hitherto 
to an early appeal to the country was furn- 
ished by the Queen, who favored postponing 
it until October, when she would be at Wind- 
sor and would not suffer personal inconven- 
lence in connection with the anticipated 
change of ministry. 

In addition to that the Queen is desirous of 
deferring the retern of Gladstone to power 
until the latest possible minute. He has 
never been a favorite with her. But Salis- 
bury discovered that once the dissolution 
rumor was in the alrit was useless to keep 
Parliament at work. The Queen at iast as- 
sented to act on the advice of the Premier to 
dissolve this month. 

The Queen returns from Scotiand to Wind- 
sor on June 2% and would, in the ordinary 
course, go fortwo months to Osborne. The 
new Parliament will be elected by the end of 
July. Ifa change of government result it 
will entail a great amount of personal nego- 
tiation between Gladstone and the Queen. 
During the change of government in [886 the 
Queen was at Osborne, a six hours’ journey 
from London, she compelled Giadstone and 
Salisbury to journey backward and forward 
a dozen times apiece, greatly to the disgust 
of themselves and the public. 

At Gladstone’s very advanced age the 
Queen cannot propose to repeat this selfish 
performance. If she does there will be a 
tremendous uproar. 

Gladstone’s great difficulty this time will 
be Labouchere. ‘‘Labby’’ has had a big 
share in marshaling tne Liberal party for the 
battle which, it is confidently expected, they 
willwin, both in Parliament and in the 
ny, and en Trum be has kept the fight 
going. 

Six years ago ‘‘Labby’’ was regarded as a 
mere political trine, a parliamentary fencer. 
He is now an important public personage. If 
**lLabby’’ desires an office Gladstone cannot 
possibly ignore him, and if he gets an office 
at all it must be an important one, but the 
Queen would be more than human if 
she liked ‘‘lLabby’’ after the way 
he has been poking fun at nor 
tor years in Truth, and in view of avoweg 
republicanism. Everyone admits ‘‘Lab- 
by’s*’ special fitness tor the Home Secretary- 
ship. an office concerned with the adminis- 
tration of the law, in connection with the 
police, judiciary, magistracy and cognate 
matters, but as ft is the principal Secretary- 
ship of State it would bring **Labby’’ into 
frequent relations with the Queen, 

She will certainly object toit on that 
ground. If she does ‘‘Labby’s’’ claims are 
quite strong enough to warrant Gladstone in 
adopting the same course as he did in 
the case of ChambDeriain, when he forced the 
Queen to give away, butshe could cause 
Gladstone a lot of annoyance in return. 
Gladstone's labors in forming the new Gov- 
ernment will be unusually trying. His 
friends anticipate the effect on his constitu- 
tion with much anxiety. 

The only contentious matter still re- 
maining in Parliament is the Irish 
education Dill. Mr. Goschen, in a 
speech early in the week, indicated an inten- 
tion on the part of the Government to pro- 
ceed with the measure, Mr. Sexton will ask 
on Monday whether the Government is pre- 
pared to accept in substance certain amend- 
ments, and if it refuses a large body of Irish 
members will be summoned back to West- 
minster on Tuesday to oppose the bill, This 
may lead to the withdrawal of the measure 
and the allocation of the money to the Irish 
teachers’ fund. Mr. Balfour, in his state- 
ment on Monday, will not, it is expected, 
announce the date ofthe general elections, 
but will merely detail business to be done 
prior to the dissolution of Parliament, 

The election campaign is now in full swing. 
Mr. Chamberlain has opened his Birmingham 
campaign in a distinctly pugnactous and 
confident style. Yesterday he propounded 
an elaborate social scheme of legislation for 
the new pariiament, consisting of four 
planks—first, the creation of permanent 
courts of arbitration to settle the labor dis- 
putes ; second, compulsion of employers to 
provide insurance against accidents to work- 
men; third, state regulation of the hours of 
labor, and fourth, State pensioning of the 
aged poor.

THE CUBAN TARIFF, 


OBJECT OF A SPANISH MINISTER’S VISIT TO THE 
ISLAND. 


Havana, Cuba, June 11.—It is reported that 
Mr. Romero Robledo, the present Foreign 
Minister of Spain, contemplates a visit to the 
island of Cuba, with the intention of passing 
two ox three months in noticing the effect of 
the new tariff, which goes into operation on 
the first of July. As Mr. Robledo is the owner 
ofa sugar estate near Matanzas, he will have 
an opportunity of noticing the increased cost 
of every article which enters into 
the manufacture of sugar, resulting 
from § the greatly increased duties 
on machinery, either entire new apparatus 
or part of same, which are constantly giving 
out during the crop season. That one may 
have an idea of the difference between the 
old tariff and the new it has been carefully 
demonstrated that the duty of 1,293 tons of 
sugar-making machinery, which under the 
present tariff would pay $1,458.65, will pay 
under the new $25,933.60. Evidently Mr. Ro- 
bledo has not had in view his personal interest 
as a sugar maker, and that the result will be 
to cause a cessation of all new enterprises in 
the development of the rich lands of Ouba, 

The several railroad companies whose 
plants are literally wora out and require to 
be renewed both as to rails and rolling stock, 
will be prevented from making any repairs 
on account ofthe greatly increased cost of 
material, 

Capt,-Gen, Polavija leaves on the 20th inst. 
for Spain. His departure will dissolve the 
present particular committee for the sup- 
pression of brigandage, of which Mr. 
Polavyija was the principal, It is reported 
that the Marquis de Altagracia has 
been named as the Governor of the 
Spanish Bank of Havana in place 
of Mr. Galbis, lately resigned, The 
stock of sugar at the coast ports is increasing 
rapidly, shipments being very Nght and 
grinding season drawing toa close. The re- 
cent copious showers have been general 
throughout the Isiand, causing a revival of 
hope forthe future among planters which 
might give encouragement if we could antic- 
ipate a moderate tariff and a better money 
system. The latter seems to be growing 
worse every day. The old dirty bills of the 
war issue are not yet withdrawn from circu- 
lation nor improved in their specie value, 
and continue to afford the money changers 
the excuse for collecting their enormou 
percentage, of sl cents on the dollar fo 
the gl g of $1 and $8 bills in exchange for 
larger sums. It is hoped that the new Gov- 
ernor ofthe Spanish Bank may project a 
remedy for this state of things. Now the 
isiand is flooded with silver and copper 
money, the Government will only receive a 
limited quantity of the same in the payment 
of duties and taxes, exacting the bal- 
ance in gold. Mexican silver and that 
of other countries after the (4th inst. 
will not de received by the Gov- 
ernment, only the national coin, in sums 
equal to 10 per cent in silver and 5 per cent 
in copper of any amount to be paid out or re- 
ceived will be allowed. This decree if car- 
ried out in all branches of trade will banish 
from the island the large number of Amer 
can 5 and 10-cent pieces with holes in them.

THE RAILROAD WORLD. 


Southwestern Railway and Steamship 
Association Still Equabbling. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., June 11.—The failure of 
the Southwestern Railway & Steamship Asso- 
tion at the St. Louis conference to agree 
upon a plan of action is likely to furnish the 
Southwest a series of sensations in a railroad 
way. The association adjourned with the 
understanding that none of the roads were 
bound by obligations toward each other. 
Some of the representatives present inter- 
viewed the delegates from the other lines, 
and there wasa sortof general understand- 
ing that none ofthe roads would take the 
initiative in cutting rates. All are ready to 
follow, however, and make the Dattle 
fierce upon the slightest provocation. The 


bar to an agreement being reached was the 


attitude of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, 
which refused to indorse any plan which any 
other road presented. While other roads 
wanted a strong penalty clause, the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas objected to any penalty 
clause; the other roads wanted timely notice 
of resignation, but the M., K. & T. deemed 
thirty days’ notice sufficient. The other 
roads showed considerable patience, and 
still hope to bring about an amicable settle- 
ment, but it is likely that it will take longer 
to induce the dissenting road to 
come into line. If no agreement 
is reached on July 12, and negotiations in 
that direction fail, it is likely that the 
other roads willcombine and givethe Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas the 
desire and by which the public will profit. 
The Missouri, Kansas & Texas is a compar. 
tively new ine and has been a remakably 
successful road. A good dealof the promli- 
nmnence it has attained has been due tothe 
generalship of J. Waldo, the Vice-President 
and General Traue Manager. As Commis- 
sioner of the old ‘Texas Association he 
became possessed ofanintimate knowledge 
of Texas traffic affairs, as 
well asthe workings of a railroad associa- 
tion. Other roads have intimated that there 
was not much profitinthe business built up 
in proportion to the traffic handled, but it 
was doubtless Mr. Waldo’s idea to advertise 
the road and give it a firm foothold. The 
road probably agreed with him and author- 
ized the breaking away from the agreement 
in order to carry out its plans without hin- 
drance and keep up the fight for a yearor two 
hefore consenting to peace, combination and 
conservatism.

THE DEATH ROLL. 


Death of President Polk of the Farmers’

ing. He was a native of North Carolina, 
where he was born about 55 years ago; his 
education was received in the common 
schools. During the war he served for a 
time in the Confederate army and resigned 


to to the Legislature, to which he 
had been elected. Later he filled for sevéral 
years the office of Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture for North Carolina and later 
still he began the publication of the 
Progressive Farmer, which he managed fora 
long time. At the time of his death he was 
serving his third term as President of the 
body to which he has given so much of his 
time and attention.

BRITISH DIPLOMATS 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

LonDux, June 2.—No branch of the British 
public service is so highly trained as the 
diplomatic branch. It is not so much a serv- 
ice as a profession. The men who devote 
their lives to it are especially educated to it 
from childhood. In many instances their 
calling Is hereditary. They are ambassadors 
from generation to generation. Whole fami- 
lies belong to the foreign office, just as 
others are naval families or military 
families. Take, for example, Sir Ed- 
ward Malet, British Ambassador at Ber- 
lin. He is the son of Sir Alexander 
Malet, British Minister at Frankfort, and 
was born at the British embassy at the 
Hague in 1887, the year of the Queen’s ac- 
cession. He was eaucated at Eton and Ox- 
ford expressly for a diplomatic career, and 
when barely 17 was appointed attache at 
Frankfort. Since then be has gone through 
every grade ofthe service at Brussels, Rio 
de Janeiro, Washington, Lisbon, Constanti- 
nople, Paris, Pekin, Athens, Rome, Con- 
stantinople again, Egypt, Brussels again 
and, lastly, Berlin. During these thirty- 
eight years of continuous service he has held 
almost every sort of appointment a 
done almost every sort of work that a 
diplomat can, and, not being a 
born fooi but very much the opposite, he 
has turned his opportunities and experience 
to good account, Allthat hedoes not know 
about foreign affairs, or about the motives 
and methods of public men and mankind in 
general, is not worth learning. It used to be 
said, when Earl Russell was minister for 
foreign affairs, that to get into the diplomatic 
service you must be named either Russell or 
Elliott. Earl Russell’s wifo was an Elliott, 
daughter of the Karl of Minto, and it is still a 
good thing to have either of these names. ir 
Edward Malet came as near to it as he could, 
He married Lady Ermyntrade Russell, 
daughterof the Duke of Bedford and cousin 
of Earl Russell, so that his establishment is a 
thoroughly typical British diplomaticone. A 
still more striking case is that of tir Edward 
Thornton. He is the son of Sir Edward 
Thornton, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary te Portugal. He also was 
born ina British embassy and entered the 
service when a mere boy, as attache, at 
Turin. Then he went, in course of promo- 
tion, to Mexico, Buenos Ayres, New Granada, 
Uruguay, Buenos Ayres again, Rio de Janel- 
ro, Lisbon (where he filled the same post 
that his father filled, having succeeded him 
as Couut de Cassilhas in the Portuguese ho- 
bility), Washington, St. Petersburg, and 
finally Constantinople. After forty-four 
years’ unbroken service, heretired on his 
pension and his honors, aquiet, courteous, 
delightful old gentleman, who never played 
a trick, butnever madea mistake, in his 
lire. If he had happened to have a son, that 
son would doubtless have been at least a 
secretary of legation by this time. 

The same story might be repeated over and 
over again about scores of British diploma- 
tists, the same story of birth, training. and 
life-long service. Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolff, recently appointed nmbassador to 
Rome, was born at Malta, and entered the 
Foreign Office when he was only 10 years old. 
He got his appointment througu the in- 
fluence of his mother, Lady Georgina Wal- 
pole, daughter of the Earl of Oxford, the 
Walpoles being a notable diplomatic famliy. 
And so it goes on all around. In the first in- 
stance the appointments are made by sheer 
favoritism, but after that the young men are 
sifted and sorted according to the 
stuff’ that is in them, and in 
the higher grades promotion goes 
by merit alone. The rule is that no one is 
admitted into the diplomatic service except 
gentlemen by birth and education. They 
need not have noble blood, buf it is consid- 
ered ali the better if they have. They have 
not time to get much book learning, but they 
generally go to Eton or Harrow and then for 
a year or two to Oxford or Cambridge. Even 
Sir Drummond Wolff, the 10-year-did diplo- 
matist, went to Rugby for a little while. Tie 
ignorance of these suckling ambassadors is a 
standing joke, but somehow it does not seem 
to make any difference in the long run. 
hose of them whose friends have influence 
enough, go into the foreign office and

over. But noblesse oblige. Neither he nor 
his family made any appeal, and he left the 
service a ruined man. Hundreds of simflar 
instances might be quoted, all showing the 
pride of class and the high standard of con- 
duet which are encouraged and enforced in 
the diplomatic service. It may truly be said 
of it that many are called, but few are 
chosen. 

After serving tor some years at his own ex- 
pense—that is, $2,000a year at least—the at- 
tache gets a paid appointment, but the pay 
is very small, hardly enoughto keep him in 
cigarsand gloves. He is expected to dress 
exquisitely and to be in the very pink of 
fasbion in every respect. At the embassy he 
isa sort ot tame cat. He comes and goes as 
if he belonged to the family, devotes himself 
to the ambassador’s wife, dances with the 
plays with the children, and 
makes himself pleasant to the servants. In 
soctety he is everything to everyboay, espe- 
cially to ladies. In short, he is acquiring 
knowledge of the world and of human nat- 
ure—learning self-control, penetration, tact, 
picking up the rudiments of his profession. 
The ambassadors treat these youngsters with 
great cordiality. They make intimate friends 
of them in the household as well as in the 
office, afterthe easy manner of the upper 
Classes in England. But they watch them 
closely allthe time and make full reports 
about them to the foreign office. Thus, the , 
Under-Secretary in Whitehall knows just 
where to lay his hands ona young man who 
is fit to bear responsibility at a moment’s no- 
tice. He is given a short time to prepare for 
a particular post, and is always placed under 
the best possible guidance and afforded every 
reasonable facility and assistance. This is 
the critical moment in his career. If he dis- 
charges his first important duty well, his fu- 
ture is assured. In all the responsible diplo- 
matic offices, the men are llberally paid 
and treated handsomely in every 
way. Of course, many of them are 
rich men, who spend a great deal more than 
they receive, and distribute their salary 
among their subordinates; but others are 
not, and the rule of the department is to give 
every gentleman representing the Queen a 
comfortably incependent position. ‘the sal- 
ary of a second secretary of legation is $3,000 
a year, and in the grades above that it goes 
from $4,000 to $25,000. All the ambassadors 
have $25,000 a year, a fine house, servants and 
an allowance for furniture. When Lord 
Dufferin was moved from Rome th Paris the 
other day he received $15,000 for expenses. 
There was some discussion when the vote 
canie before Parliament, but the Government 
defended it strongly and it passed unant- 
mously. The British public like the country 
to be handsomely represente! abroad, and 
there are no more popular class of officials 
than the ambassadors. 

There are some instances where the pay 
and allowances ofa British ambassador, Ib- 
eral as they are,donot nearly meet the claims 
on his purse, if he is one who interprets his 
duty in a spiritof magnificence. Some years 
azo Lord Augustus Loftus, a noted diplomat, 
sought the protection of the bankruptcy 
court. It came out that he ruined himself 
when ambasfador at St. Petersburg by the 
splendor of his hospitality. and though the 
Government, to assist him, made him Gov- 
ernor of New South Wales, where he got 
$50,000 a year for six years, he had been un- 
able to pull uparrears. He wasa graud old 
fellow and there was much sympa- 
thy with bim. His family, who 
are fairly wealthy, satisfied his creditors, 
and arrangements were made by which he 
has his pension of $7,500 intact for life. This, 
perhaps, Was an extreme case, but it may be 
said generally that if an ambassador does 
not spend more than his salary he deems ita 
peint of honor notto make anything out of 
it. Honor, in fact, isthe foundation of the 
whole service. Tobea Grand Cross of the 
Bath and a Privy Counclior, to be received by 
the Queen asa trusted friend—above all, to 
have sole charge of ‘‘British thterests’’, in 
the country where he serves-—these are the 
objects and rewards of a British diplomatist. 
His crowning glory is to perform such a ser- 
vice that when he comes bome to die after 
half a century or more of exile, anxiety and 
labor he may rest his bones under a slab of 


stone in the nave of Westminster Abbey.

A SERIOUS QUESTION. 


The Old Pretender calls the nomination 
of WHITELAW REID ‘‘a blunder ef a pecu- 
liarly serious and senseless kind’’ and de- 
clares that Mr. Rerp decidedly and em- 
phatically weakens the ticket.

This slap in the face of the Republican

On November 19 the representatives of 
the Tytbune entered into a solemn written 
contract, signed and sealed, to abide by 
certain terms agreed upon with the repre- 
sentatives of the Union. Within less than 
a month, on December 12, Mr. REID broke 
this contract and the Tribune has been a 
‘*rat’’ office at open war with the Union 
since. that date. 

Organized labor has an unpleasant way 
of remembering these fights at the polls, 
and the effect of this difficulty upon the 
Republican ticket remains to be seen. 

It is impossible to determine now how 
much authority was represented in the 
statement of the President and Executive 
Committee of Typographical Union, No. 
6, that all differences with Mr. Rum had 
been settled, which at the critical mo- 
ment was sprung upon the convention. It 
is a serious question how far union print- 
ersand their labor sympathizers will be 
bound by a settlement so plainly ‘‘cooked’’ 
for the occasion, and brought about solely 
through the ambition of the T'ribune’s ed- 
itor to be Vice-President.

SECOND TERMS. 

The inaugural address of President WIL- 
LIAM HENRY HARRISON will probably be 
much quoted in the campaign of 1892. 
Old Tippecanoe,’’ not satisfied with re- 
newing his pledge never to consent to serve 
a second term under any circumstances, 
argued earnestly in favor of an amendment 
forbidding any President to succeed him- 
self in office. He dwelt upon the corrupt- 
ing effect of a long tenure of 
office upon the character of the 
office-holder himself, and regarded eligi- 
bility to a second term in the office of 
President as a great temptation to abuses of 
power very demoralizing and dangerous to 
the Republic. He implored his country- 
men to limit the power of the President to 
a term so short as to prevent his forgetting 
that heis the accountable agent, not the 
principal—the servant, not the master. 

Perhaps, if the grandson had been as old 
as his grandfather—too old to outlive even 
one term—he, too, would have refused to 
use his power to nominate himself for a 
second term. But feeling that he is young 
enough to outlive three or four terms, 
BENJAMIN dissents from his grandfather’s 
view of the matter. He has, however, 
just furnished a most powerful object 
lesson ulustrating the wisdom of the old 
man’s fears. 

It the Democrats were free to nominate 
some new man from a State laved by the 
Mississippi River—some man as unknown 
in New York as HARRISON was four years 
ago—tRey would get a great deal of help 
from ‘‘Old®Tip’s’’ legacy to his grandson, 
by simply making a straight fight 
against second-term nominations, al- 
ways ‘machine made, and against 
the monopolist and plutocratic in- 
fluences, closely wedded with abuses 
of power. Then the defeat of BEN- 
JAMIN for scorning the magnanimous 
patriotism of his ancestor would admonish 
all future Presidents to stand on and stand 
by the one term platform of the old Whig 
elected in 1840. 
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THE MINNEAPOLIS RESULT. 


One of the great national parties has 
shown how independent its managing 
bosses are of the will or interests of its 
voting masses, and before the month ends 
the other will have shown whether its 
managers are any closer in touch with the 
people, 

The power of dollars concentrated in a 
few collossal heaps was the most conspicu- 
ous influence at work in the nomination 
of HARRIson for a second term. The 
power of the great Federal Treasury’s 
patronage was openly manifested in the 
host of office-holding delegates and 
in the greater host of office-hold- 
ing workers and shouters on the 
outside. But above all these towered 
like ANAKImM the representatives of the 
Vanderbilt fortune of 6300, 000, 000, D- 
PEW and’ SHEPARD, who had at their 
back the corps of railroad attorneys pres- 
ent as party bosses from most of the States, 
and at their command all the resources of 
the great American plutocracy whose seat 
of government is Wall street. 

At the back of Derxw and SHEPARD and 
their army of railroad attorneys and office- 
holders, the money and the. influence of 
all the trusts and all the tariff barons stood 


arrayed in support of Hannrson—to pay 
him for the larger tribute he has levied for 

their benefit upon the productive labor of 

the coun try—to reward him for making a 

blank cartridge of the anti-trust law, and 

to punish BLaIng for. imposing reciproc- 

ity upon their darling McKinley bill. 

They have ‘‘done up’’ BLAINE and all 
of the local bosses that dared to assert a 
momentary independence of the party’s 
plutocratic masters. But these rebuked 
bosses will submit and be as loyal as ever 
to the money bags, and even more money 
than was required to elect HARRISON four 
years ago will be forthcoming now. 
The nomination of D. O. Muss“ son- 
in-law for Vice-President is a 
guarantee of that, and the true in- 
wardness of the understanding with plu- 
tocracy was further revealed when Son-in- 
law Sura of the Vanderbilt family 
was called to the chair, in spite of his 
furious, ebullient and irrepressible Know- 
nothing rabies, as MoKINL@y took the 
floor to move that HARRISON’s nomination 
be made unanimous. 

The situation presents a splendid op- 
portunity for the Democrats if they know 
how to use it. But they have had a 
splendid opportunity in the present Con- 
gress and have not used it. Plutocracy’s 
agents havéa strong grip on the Demo- 
cratic machine also, and because this is 
manifest there is increasing dissatisfaction 
among voters with the influence in con- 


trol of both parties. 
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TWO DISCREDITED LEADERS. 


Now that the smoke has cleared away 
from the Minneapolis battle the wonder is 
that there was any battle at all. The anti- 
Harrison struggle reminds one of the 
strategy of the followers of the Cid who 
terrified their enemies by placing the 
corpse of their great leader upon his horse 
when they went into battle. 

The President's forces were frightened 
and nearly defeated by ja mere shade of a 
candidate. The utter emptiness of the 
Blaine movement and the profound insin- 
cerity of its leaders were manifest through- 
out and were clearly demonstrated at 
the beginning of the balloting 
when. Colorado voted for MoKINLEY. 
No positive assurance was ever given that 
BLAINE would accept the nomination and 
the votes of the Blaine States showed that 
his strongest supporters had no confi- 
dence in their own movement and were 
not working seriously for him. The use 
of his name was a mere juggle, a trick of 
scheming politicians, and the result under 
the combination of circumstances which 
made the Blaine candidacy appear a bit of 
insanity and the acceptance of it by the 
convention a piece of wild folly was re- 
markable.. The anti-Harrison vote did 
not represent the strength of BLAINE but 
the weakness of HARRISON, the irreconcil- 
able opposition to him of a large section of 
his party. 

It is impossible to find any credit for the 
President in a victory over the shadow ofa 
name after a desperate struggle under the 
most favorable conditions. But BLAINS is 
the greater sufferer. The conduct and 
outcome of the contest render him an ob- 
ject of pity. No matter how far he may 
have gone in the conspiracy of the anti- 
Harrison bosses the obloquy of having 
consented to the use of his name and in- 
fluence for a patent piece of sharp practice 
attempted upon his party for base pur- 
poses will rest upon him. 

Mr. BLAIN®’s career is thus closed in 
the darkness of defeat and rebuke. Hav- 
ing a chance to retire at the height of his 
popularity as the cherished idol of his 
party, he let some of his old enemies de- 
prive him of the opportunity for their 
petty personal ends.

gecognizing the importance of the game 
the Assistant Prosecutibg Attorney was en- 
gaged in and the provable serious conse- 
quences to him if he were to withdraw from 
itlong enough to cross the street and issuea 
warrant, the officer in charge detailed De- 
tective Howard to gowith the real estate 
men and capture the supposed criminal. 
Mr. Coen was found at a downtown hotel, 
where he had been stopping ever since his 
arrival from his home in Hutchison, Kan.,a 
couple of weeks ago, and was taken into 
custody. He is a one-armed man about 55 or 
60 years’ of age and, although 
a resident of Hutchison, Kan. 
he owns considerable property in 
St. Louis and visits the city several times a 
rear. This is only a scheme of Jackson and 
Murphy to frighten me into paying them $100 
that I don’t owe them,’’ said Mr. Cohn when 
asked foran explanation of the matter last 
night. ‘*‘You see, we went into a scheme to 
buy eighty-two acres of land in the suburbs of 
East St. Louis belonging to the estate of ex- 
Mayor Winstanley.

In- 
stead of having their names inserted in the 
deed to the property, they left them out and 
let their two friends represent them, the plan 
being to have their friends afterwards assign 
them an interest in the property. In this way 
they could charge and expected to charge the 
regular b per cent commission for making 
the deal, which they couldn't do with their 
names in the deed. They expected 
to make 8,600 in commissions and 
get stock in the new concern, too, and 
when we made that discovery we threw up 
the whole business. Besides, they didn’t 
have the papers ready for my friends to sign. 
AS regards wy stealing any of their papers, 
that is all bosh. The papers are in the hands 
of a third party and they know as much 
about their whereabouts as I do. I don’t 
know of any other paper that they could 
mean. The whole thing is a put-up job to 
annoy me because I wouldn’t put up $900. 
The ten days bave now elapsed, and of course 
they have forfeited their $106, and that 18 
what they are kicking about. It they have 
any recourse against me at ali it is in the 
civiland not the Circuit Courts. They came 
to my hotel the other day and said they’d 
have me arrested if I didn't pay them the 
$100 they had lost.

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COUNTERFEITZR COOK CONFESSES. 


He Made His Money in a Room in the 
Ashiey Building. 

Detective John Bamricx of the Fourth Dis- 
trict and Detective McCaliong.; of the United 
States Secret Service made an important cap- 
ture lastfevening. For some ftime. past 
counterfeit dimes and quarters have be3n 
circulating in various section of the city. 
The work was done so cleverly that by the 


time the United States Detective Service 
located a neighborhood that was being vic- 
timized by them their circulation would 
cease for a time, only to be renewed in an- 
other section of the city. 

Detective Bamrick struck aciew yesterday 
afternoon in North St. Louis which ended ‘ia 
the arrest of Charles Cook, who has deen 
turning out. however, in a small way, somo 
of the finest specimens of counterfeit dimes 
and quarters ever seen in the W est, They were 
sO perfect in finish that none but an expert 
could distinguish them from the genuine. 
Detective Bamrick received information 
from .a saloon-keeper in the neigubor- 
hood of Broadway and Paim street, 
that he had received a counterfeit dime. 
was not the saloonkeeper’s first one and he 
became suspicious. Detective Bamrick’s 
suspicions were directed to the residence of 
Henry Hardy, 3013 North Broattway. He was 
arrested and taken to the Fourth 
District Station, Dut was subsequent 
released, as it was shown tha 
he was innocent of any connection with 
Cook’s eounterfeitin z work. The cause of 
Hardy’s arrest came from the fact that Cook 
had been seenathis residence. Hardy told 
the detective that Cook had been at his house 

esterday afternoon, and had just gone 
© room No. lon the fourth floor of the 
Ashley building, Third and O’Fallon streets. 
The detective hurried there and found Cook 
sitting and quietly enjoying a cigar. The 
man lost none of his composure when told 
the cause of his arrest, and stoutiy 
denied the charges. In the room 
was found an old satchel, which 
when searched by Capt. Kiely was found to 
contain a complete kit of counterfeiting 
tools. There was a crucible, aset of molds 
to coin dimes and quarters. and one pair 
of small bellows and Dbesi@es the tools 
there were nine counterfeit dollars, thirty- 
nine 25-cent pieces and eighteen dimes, be- 
sides $61 in genuine Dills. There were also a 
couple of bottles of acids and metal powders. 

A Post-DisrpaTtcn reporter interviewed 
Cook in his cell: 

How long have you been engaged in this 
work?’’ asked the reporter. 

Only a short time, a month or six weeks, 
I had become broken in health and without 
money and was only turning out enough to 
pay ordinary expenses. 

How he learne:i the art, how long it took, 
or the composition used he would not talk of 
at all. As to dis connection with 
the Hardy residence he said that he 
formerly lived ina shanty boat on the river, 
and recently rented a room from Mrs. Hardy 
during the absence of Mr. Hardy. He had 
never made any money at this 5 ace, and he 
said that they were innocent of the fact that 
he was circulating the money, 
Cook is an athiete in physical 
structure with a penetrating and 
restless black eyes. He is about 65 years old 
and more than ordinarily intelligent. He had 
rented the room in the Ashley building he 
said for the purpose of colning the money, as 
he thought that he would the least sus- 
pected there. The money and kit were taken 
in charge by United States Secret Service 
Officer J. T. MeOuilocn. 

Cook is an ex-convict and served two terms 
in the Jeffersonville (Ind.) Penitentiary. The 
Federal authorities say that he is a very dan- 
gorous character. Outside of his Career as a 
counterfeiter he told the re er that he 
made his living by confidence games. 
He was — 1 1 a resident of North St. Louis, 
but dritted East and only came back about 
four months ago.

r, England. June 2.—One cannot 
help aagmiring Englishmen all the more be- 
cause they love their ‘‘tight littie island’’ 
with an arrant, defiant and uhcompromising 
unreasonableness. 

The admiration is not for their often mulish 
and sodden defense of some features of En- 
glish government, nor for all English insti 
tutions; nor for some very unpleasant En- 
glish things and people. It ig because every 
square acre of England is so endearing in its 
age, association and beauty, and those who 
pessess it will justly brook no belittlement of 
it all, any more than you would net some 
smart stranger come to your home and sneer 
at your sweetest and most cherished, if sim- 
ple, belongings—beautified by effort, hal- 
lowed by time and use, even more tenderly 
loved for your own errors and shortcomings 
—without pitching both him and his airs in- 
continently into the highway. 

It is such a beautiful country; such a well- 
kept and delicious old garden; such a smil- 
ing land in sunshine and snug and comfort- 
able one in storm; and withal gives to the 
stranger within it sucha sense cf constant 
interest, coupled with close human com- 
panionship and sympathies; that cynic and 
prig incapable of interest in any land but his 
own, though he be, he cannot now and then 
repress a kindling enthusiasm, be here and 
there pricked into secret admiration, in this 
place and that find tender and associative in- 
terest; and, however disloyal it may be to 
his determined ‘‘Americanism,’’ in spite of 
himself melt underits innumerable appeals 
to his heart and intellect, until its good and 
sunny face cozens his frigidity intoa bright, 
responsive look, and unwittingly his tongue 
pays tribute with: 

“Dear old England! most venerable and 
mellow in all things, most cantankerous and 
obstinate in many, thy face has Kinsbip and 
kingship in it, and thou art brightest and 
loveliest of all strange lands!“ 

And never will this be truer than when, 
after a tidy breakfast at some quiet old city 
inn, at peace with all the worid—or all that 
ean get at you—you are whirled away, from 
the grime and slime of London, over the Lon- 
don & Southwestern Hallway, across the 
shirés of Surrey and Hants, to ancient Salis- 
bury town. 

In that less than two hours’ journey, on an 
Boglish day in May-time, what innumerable’ 
scenes of interest, of stirring quality and of 
restfulness and repose fash upon you from 

our carriage window! Passing from Water- 
Joo Station, or from any other rallway station 
in the heart of London, through the lessening 
aensities of the wonderful oity to the first 
reaches ot grassy fields, is in itself a 
tremendous social object-lesson and historic 
panorama. 

Bat here to the left is gay ola Epsom. Over 
yonder, tothe right, is brilliant Ascot, with 
the vast and turreted home of England’s 
Queen, at Windsor, a leaden gray silhouette 
piercing the sky beyond. To the south 
sweeps 

—the downs of Bansved, edged with woods, 

And tow’ry villas— 
while at Woking a glimpse is caught ofa 
great English Gipsy encampment. 

Whisking into Hants, or Hampshire, you 
pass Odiham, birthplace of the erammarian, 
William Lilly; and to the north le Basing, 
site of one of the lordliest castles of early 
England, and Slichester, to this day an ex- 
haustiess mine of Roman remains. Within 
its walls the Usurper Constantine was in- 
vested with the purple; and legend has it 
that King Arthur here received his crown. 
Further towards the sea, near Alresford, are 
the great Tichborne estates; the sleepy ham- 
letof King Sambourn, where John of Gaunt 
bad his old-time palace; Danebury Hill, with 
its frowning head and Roman encampment; 
and beyond, the low, square tower of Win- 
chester, behind which the purple fringe of 
woods hints of New Forest depths, where the 
arrow from Tyrrel’s bow pierce‘ ihe heart of 
ruffian Rufus, England’s second Norman 
king. 

These are a few of the things one will 
know about from the books. Still more 
gratefully feastful are the things one will see 
and feel, as innumerable hamlets, houses 
and halls are passed. Glorious old manor 
houses fash from parks and demesne for- 
ests. Thatched roofs of village homes, yel- 
low with lichen, are varied here and there 
with red tiling. Avenues of ancient elms, 
beech and limes give tempting vistas above 
broad roads, tessellated with lights and 
shades, and as gray and smooth as some ola 
cathedral floor. Cropped hedges with trim, 
tiny flelds give place here and there to downs 
rolling away in billowy hilis of heather, 
spangled with the golden asphodel, 
or wide meadows and tiny marshes 
where fames the yellow mari- 
gold, or where the modest forget-me- 
nots are so dense and blue that their surface 
seems like a breeze-rippled pool. Hawthorn 
lanes are white above and beneath as banks 
of driven snow. Great masses of honey- 
suckle rall from copse and hedge: and in 
around and above all this May-time, nature- 
heaven, thrushes and bDiackbirds, high above 
the roaring of your tralia, flood all the morn 
with song. 

Almost enraptured one descends into the 
valleys of the downs of South Wiltshire. 
Here, where the tiny Bourne, the Southern 
Avon, the Nadder and the Wiley songfully 
meet ina rich and beautiful valley, are seen 
the gray masses of the old cathedral town. 

Old as itis it was originally built piece by 
piece out of the Sarum, the dry place,’’ of 
the Romans. Old and New Sarum, the site of 
the old city and the new city itself are called. 
As you approach Salisbury down the winding 
course of the Bourne, you will see the old 
Roman station to your right, about two miles 
north of the city. It stands upon a chalky 
eminence, the headland of a ridge of downs 
dominating all the beautiful valley below. 

No one knows how long before its occupa- 
tion by the Romans it had been a fortified 
British camp. Six great roads, still trace- 
able, led up to it, and when Rome con- 
quered Britain, Vespasian’s legions gave it 
still more imposing fortifications. A town 
was built about it. It was in turn a bishopric 
of the West Saxons, a great Norman garrison, 
an English cathedral city from the time of 
King Alfred, and now, though for centuries 
in ruins, it Is still to the antiquary and: 
archmologist one of the many marvels of 
England’s early days. 

Serene and reposeful is ailthe valley scene 
the gray old city with its masses of stone, 
red roofs and splendid foliage, with its mar- 

' welous cathedral spire piercing a cloudless 
sky; the mossy bridges, with parapet loiter- 
ers, the outlyingfarmsand sleepy bamlets, 
and the silvery rivers threading through and 
among odorous hédges and flowery meads. 
‘But awful slaughter bas reddened and en- 
riched the valley; Britons and Romans in 
mortal strife for a kingdom, Britons against 
their final Saxon conquerors, Saxons,in turn, 
against the murderous Danes, and the flame 
and sword and inconceivable butcheries and 
ru pine of Cromwell, who respected neither 
life nor shrine in the name of our dear Word. 

Then What a little world of interest in this 
and that of historic moment antiquarian 
marvel and literary charm are found immedi- 

The famous British king, 
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Wilts, in Dorset, is Shaftsbury, where was 
buried King Edward, martyr. Three 
miles to tie northwest is the Field of the 

Tournament, one of the five places ap- 

pointed for tourneying by. Richard I, And 
but nine miles from Salisbury and seven 
north of old Sarum, will be found Stone- 

henge, the most remarkable monument of 
antiquity in all the British Isles. 

But it seems to me that of all else the kind- 
liest glamor and charm investing old Salis- 
bury and neighborhood have been laid upon 
them by the gentle pen of Dickens. In my 
loiterings in lane and highway, by riverside 
and in field paths, how those folk cf Martin 
Chuzzlewit’’ troop back into their old ac- 
customed places. In this village or in that 
you place the Pecksniff home, and are sure 
that from that dormer window the unctuous . 
old hypocrite’s pupils“ in architecture, in 
Company with tender-hearted Tom Pinch, 
traced the elevations of the far cathedral 
roof and spire. ; 

This little wayside inn with its snowy cur- 
tains and vine-massed sides must be the veri- 
table Blue Dragon presided over by buxom 
Mrs. Lupin, where old Martin Chuszlewit 
came, cursed with gold and haunted by his 
vulture relatives, and where the dirty and 
jaunty Montague Tigg and his companion, 
the strange instance of the little frailties that 
beset a mighty mind,’’ Chevy Slyme Esq., en- 
tered upon their memorable but bootless ne- 
gotiations for a loan from Mr. Pecksnick. The 
little alehouse across the way must also ve 
the Half Moon and Seven Stars where all the 
private lodgings in the place, amounting to 
full four beds and a sofa, rose cent per cent in 
the market, as the vulture relatives gath- 
ered. ' 

Here where the quiet country road, ®o more 
than a snowy hawthorn lane, jstops short at 
the great highway and of old the stages 
dashed onward to mighty Londonftown, is cer- 
tainly the very spot where poor Tom Pinch, 
with a heavy heart, saw the stage, like some 
**great monster’’ bear away his friend, hon- 
est John Westlock, more exultant and ram- 
a than usual,’’ that dreary night of part- 

ug. 

This bright highway athwart the bridge, 
bordered with Chestnut, elm or beach, with 
here and there a sunny opening showing the 
clustered thatches and roses of a farm-house, 
ungoubtedly was the very one over which 
Pine came in his hooded gig; 
where the redoutable Mark Tapely 
first disclosed his contempt for those voca- 
tions not sad and barrying enough to render 
a jolly spirit creditable; where the faces of 
fair lassies beamed upon Tom, and even 
roguish fingers tossed him kisses, for, dear 
soul, there could be no harm in him, and 
over which he at last reached Salisbury and 
its snug old tavern in which at half past 6’’ 
he so happily meets young Martin and the 
event is celebrated in a glass of punch each, 

as hot as it could.be made. 
5 This delightful associative nearness to 
hose whom Dickens has created for your 
ceaseless friendsship clings to you in the fine 
old city as well. If youare bere of a market 
day, as this one is, and as it was on the occa- 
sion of Tom Pinch’s visit, the picture Dick- 
ens drew for Tom is the one you will still find, 
and with as mellow a setting as there 18 in all 
England. You will see the young farmers 
and old farmers, with smock frocks, brown 
greatcoats, drab greatcoats, red worsted 
comforters, leather leggins, wonderful 
Shaped hats, hunting whips and rough 
stick, just the same as Tom Pinch did. 

Somehow the quaint shops, Jewelers’ shops, 
bookshops, toyshops, childrens’ bookshops, 
chemists’ shops and all, quainter but less 
wonderful to you, are still seen through 
Tom's Kindly eyes. And when you tire of all 
this and come to that sweet cathedral close, 
you love all the ancient and sacred place bet- 
ter because Tom Pinch’s friend was once 
associate organist here, and let Tom help 
with the stops, and when the afternoon 
service was over left Pinch alone in the organ 
loft. While he played and the tones re- 
sounded through the cathedral ‘‘great 
thoughts and hopes came crowding on his 
mind.“ which seemed to find an echo in 
the depth of every ancient tomb, no less than 
in the deep — of his own heart. 

And so it will be with you, for it is not 80 
much that the spire of this grand cathedral is 
the tallest in all England, that many of its 
tombs and monuments are the grandest and 
most ancient, or that its close is incompara- 
bie in its loveliness, tranquility and beauty, 
asthatall these charms of association stir 
your mind and heart. Not so wonderful Is 
what you will see at Salisbury, though that is 
wonderful indeed, as what you will feel. 

Somuch of this tender enthusiasm pos- 
sesses noe that you can never tell another 
critically about Salisbury Cathedral. No need 
forthat. All the host of those who bring 
their pocket rules and dissert in technique 
about plinths and millions and ogees and 
superincumbents and strings and flying but 
tresses.and arcadings and cuspings and nu 
grees and spandrils and diaper enrichments 
have been here beiore you, measured an 
sketched and nosed about and gone, a half a 
thousand years ago. But you see a glorious 
aspiration wrought out in stone. What- 
ever your religion, you realize 
that sublimest human effort sus- 
tained sublimest faith and 
zeal have fashioned from earthly ele- 
ments something indescribably grand and 
beautiful, tostandas place for prayer and 
typeof endiess upreachings of human hearts 
to the mystery of the infinite.

MADRID, May 26.— Oh, that such a state of 
things would last a century!“ is the excla- 
mation of every good Spaniard passing at 
night under the windows where the soft rays 
of the ‘‘veilleuse’’ are lighting the infant: 
King’s sleep—that infant whose child smile 
has hushed all political quarrels, extin- 
guished momentarily all political fights! 

Mothers must all feel interested in the fu- 
ture King of Spain and no less certainly in 
the regent Queen; that true great niece of 
Maria Theresa, whose energy seemed to have 
penetrated the heart of Christina during the 
long days of anguish she stood fighting with 
death by the King’s bedside, finally saving 
her ‘*Nino’’ througn the intensity of her de- 
votion. 

Queen Christina isthe child of love; for 
Archduchess Theresa, her mother, would 
hear of no other than Archduke Francois 
d'Este, and when a widow her bereavement 
was such that she spoke of no less than 
eternal conunement in a convent. Very lov- 
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Alphonse III. 
ing surroundings at home as well as great 
homely simplicity of lite have been the 
grounding of that nobility of character, that 
stanch power of self-denial, which are the 
distinguished traits of Alphonso XIII. 

But in the case of Archduchess Christina, 
however, the benefit of these favorable sur- 
roundings was only the happy frame to the 
moral direction received by the Princess at 
the hands of Comtesse d’Amarzit, a French 
lady of birth whom ruin had brought to the 
hospitable circle of Archduchess Theresa, 
and who became the young Archduchess’ 
governess. 

Mme. @’Amarzit belonged to one of these 
families of ‘‘stoics’’ from Auvergne, who in 
the seventeenth century furnished Port Royal 
with its most marked members.

Meeting. 


BERLIN, June 1l.—The meeting between the 
Czar and Emperor William at Kiel has been 
the leading topic of conversation during the 
week. The comments of the newspapers 
here show that it Ils generally fellt that there 
is little reason for congratulation 
over the result of the meeting 
which hadtoo muchthe appearance of the 
Emperor running after the Czar, while the 
ostenatious visit of the Grand Duke Constan- 
tine to Nancy atthe express instructions of 
the Czar dispelled any idea that political im- 
portance can be attached to the Kiel meet- 
ing. The Emperor’s conferring the honorary 
rank of German Admiral on the Czar 
is proof of his desire to show his kindly re- 
gard for bim.

During the breakfast 
at Kiel the Czar conversed freely with Gen.

In fact, it may be just said 1 
that the average London music hall is as at- | 
tractive in its exterior and interior as many} 
of our first-class stock theaters, The aver 
age Londoner wants comfort, and he finds it} 
in his luxuriously appointed music halls. . 1 
he wishes a glass of bitter beer, stout 
other liquid refreshments he is not obliged to 
walk over the feet of a whole row of men and 
women. Neither is he compelled to forego 
his tobacco, and so admirable: are the von- 
tllating appliances that no discomfort is e- 
perienced from the smoke. , 

In order that the reader miay glean an idea 
of what a London music hall looks like, let 
him imagine himself in the lobby of an Amer- 
lean theater, Looking down the middle aisle 
towards the stage he will see that the seats 
in the center of the theater are arranged 
much the sameas they are in this country. 
But both to the right and left of the parquette 
and orchestra chairs there is a wide space ot 
from ten to twelve feet in width.

Against the wall is a long, continuous bench, 
covered with plush and velvet, in front of 
which stand marbie-top tables, upon which 
are served wine and liquid refreshments for 
the girls. Inthecenterof this semicircular 
bench is a passage way leading into a large 
wine - room, where one can ine refreshment 
and society. The gallery closely resembies 
the balcony in its general description and is 
patronized by the same classasthe galleries 
of theaters here. 

There are striking differences in the binn 
presented in an American variety theaterand 
ina London music hall. The average Lon- 
doner on a visit to this country is surprised at 
the conglomeration of talent exhibited for 
hisamusement. In this country he sees a 
miniature circus, trapeze acts, horizontal- 
bar performances, sleight-of-hand, negro 
ministrelsy, skirt dancing and recitations in 
one programme. In London the house bill is 
chiefly made of comic, topical and character 
songs. The programme is made up of from 
eighteen to twenty-four numbers. Each 
singer usually appears three times consecu- 
tively in varying costumes, singing as many 
different songs. The programme takes up 
more than four hours, anditis midnight be- 
fore the bill is completed. 

One of the advantages enjoyed by a London 
music hall singer is that he can sing at four 
or five music halls during the same evening. 
After each ‘‘turn’’ he jumps into a cab in 
waiting at the stage entrance and is driven 
to another music hall. As the programme is 
so arranged that the performer can come in 
at any time during the evening and sing his 
songs the audience is prepared for his ap- 
pearance by a card hung at the side of the 
stage. In this manner the average music-ball 
singer is enabled to earn about £7, or $85, at 
each house of amusement, makinga total of 
from $140 to $175 weekly. The pecuniary ad- 
vantage of a reputation asa comic singer in 
London will readily be seen when the prices 
paid in the latter city are compared with 
those received by well-known Artists in the 
United States. Tuke, for instance, Maggie 

‘Cline, who is recognized as one of the fore- 
most artists in this country. Her weekly m- 
come does not exceedon an average $150 
weekly, which is nearly $100 in excess of the 
sum received by singers who have not at 
tained her celebrity. Probably the best paid 
variety singer in London, with the exception 
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Little Thomas.

gon, Ozark, Pemiscot, Perry, Phelps, Pike, 
Pulaski, Ralls, Reynolds, Ripley, St. Charlies, 
St. Francois, Ste. Genevieve, . Louis, 
Scotland, Scott, Shannon, Shelby, 
Stoddard, Stone, Taney, Texas, Warren, 
Washington, Wayne, Webster and Wright. 
St. Louis City will have 56 votes in the con- 
vention and the fifty-five counties will have 
in the neighborhood of 225. The convention 
promises to be interesting aside from the Ap- 
pellate Judgeship nomination. All the 
gubernatorial candidates will be there as well 
as the candidates forthe other State offices. 
They will be there looking after their inter- 
ests and incidentally asking the delegates to 
help them outin their respective localities. 
Anumberof the delegates who will attend 
the Hannibal convention will have seats in 
general nominating convention which meets 
in Jefferson City, July 17. 

The race for the Appellate Judgeship has 
been exceedingly lively of late and it Is pre- 
dicted that a number of ballots will be taken 
before a choice is made. The candli- 
Jates are Judge Henry W. Bond of St.

THRONE OF ENGLAND. 


Young Men of Noble Descent Banded in 
the Enterprise—Their Organ“ Is 
Named “The Whirlwind’’—The Scheme 
Laughed at by the British Govern- 
ment~—The Story Brought to New York 
by the Marquis Be Le Ruvigny. 


New York, June il.—To take from the 
house of Hanover the throne of England and 
to accomplish incidentally many minor re- 
forms in the British body politic, is the mod - 
est programme which some young English- 
men of family and foreigners with Jacobite 
sympathies propose to carry out. That the 
house of Hanovef and the present Govern- 
ment are not much troubled by the movement 
is evidenced by the fact that these enthusi- 
asts have been allowed to band themselves 
together under the title of the Legiti- 
mist-Jacobite League. They are nearly 
all young men. They Pp 
to put forward a score of candidates at the 
coming general election. They have a paper 
of their oon which they call the Whirheind, 
The Whirlwind was started last June by Stuart 
Erskine, son of Lord Erskine and Herbert 
Vivian, heir to greatestates. The following 
November the Legitimist Jacobite League 
was formed and the paper was made the 
organ of the League. 

One of these young enthusiasts arrived in 
this city on the Teutonic last week. He ig 
known as the Marquis De La Ruvigny. 
Hereis his name in full: Melville Amadeus 
Henry Douglas Keddie Bruce De La Callle- 
motte De Massaue, Ninth Marquis De Ruvigny

His family 
isof French origin, but they intermarried 
with noble Irish families. The Marquis is 24 
years old and handsome.

Is our scheme visionary? Well, we are 
heartily laughed at in England, but we can 
stand that. It would create a sensation if 
we were to publish the names of the mem- 
bers of the House of Lords who are with us. 
We are riot the fools we are taken for. Any 
man can see that Engiand is dally drifting 
toward a Republican form of govern- 
ment. Our theory is that a republic will 
be established sooner than most people 
think and that the Republic will not last 
long. The English people are, of their very 
nature, monarchists. A republic was tried 
in the seventeenth century and we all know 
how long it lasted. The republic of the near 
future will be short lived. After its downfall, 
the reaction will set in. Then will be our 
time to strike. The hour of the 
restoration’ of the Stuarts will have 
st „ On the minor issues we are 
fo self-government for Ireland, Wales 
an We are thorough home rulers 
and we issued an appeal to the Irish to stand 
by Parnell when the split in the Irish ranks 
occurred.

A leading Parneliite declared last night 
that all of reconcillation had been 
abandoned, but that the bulk of the Parnell- 
ites would with return to Ireland for a 
conference of the party to settle the eletoral 
campaign, and that they have fifty-four new 
candidates, and are in readiness to attack all 
of the McCarthyite seats, except Mr. Sexton’s 
and Mr. McOarthy’s. He added that Arch- 
bishop Croke opposes Archbishop Walsh’s 
support of Mr. Healy. The bishops are, in 
fact, divided into three sections—namely, 
adherents of Mr. Dillon, adherents of Mr. 
Healy and those holding that it is injurious 
to the interests of the church to interfere 
with politics. The opening of the law courts, 
it is said, will see a new development in 
regard tothe Paris funds. Mr. Lowden, one 
of the originators of the Land League, has put 
in a claim on behalf of the old league trustees.

There is 
a feeling among the Liberal leaders which 
they do not hesitate to express, that division 
in the Irish ranks means defeat for the Lib- 
eral party in Great Britain. The ap- 
peal of the Ulster Protestants is mak- 
ing a strong impression upon the 
British non-conformists, and it will be dit. 
Heult to hold the Liberal party for-Irish home 
rule untess it is shown not only that an over- 
ee en ty ofthe Irish are for home 
rule but that home rule would mean 
something besides discord and strife. While 
the McCarthy or majority faction of the Irish 
Nationalists complains that the Parnellites 
are not willing to come to an understanding, 
the Parneliites answer that 80 long as 
Timothy Healy continues to abuse both the 
living and the dead, so long they would 
only be degrading themselves by submitting 
to his dictation. Healy is at present the real 
lead er of the McCarthyites. The Parnellites 
assert that it was Healy’s venomous tongue 
that drove Parnell to his grave; that he 
spared neither Parnell nor Mrs. Parnell, nor 
even Mr. PFarnell's sister in his lower than 
brutal criticisms, and that he made himself 
by his venom unworthy of association with 
self-respecting Irishmen. The Parnellites 
declare that while Healy remains at the front 
as leader of the McCarthbyites it would be 
asking them too much to join witha party 
that accepts such leadership. 

Certain prominent McCarthyites, on the 
other hand, have privately suggested tothe 
Parnellites that they would like to get rid of 
Healy, but are unable to do so, but that if the 
Parnellites would unite with them the oppo- 
sition to Healy would be strong enough to 
got rid ot him. 80 far these arguments have 
not produced any result favorable to reunion 
and there is every prospect of a three-cor- 
mnered fight in the coming election, witha 
considerable gain of seats for the Tories.

GEORGE W. FRIEND MAKES HIS STATE- 
. MENT ON THE WITNRGS STAND. 


He Names the Men Who He Olaims 
Originated and Carried Out the Mur 
derous Work— His Recital of Events 
Interrupted by the A@journment of 
Court. 


ForsrTH, Mo., June 11.—George W. Friend, 
the man who gave away the inside history of 
the mob who L. nged Wife Murderer Wesley 
Bright and shot Deputy Sheriff Williams on 
the night of March 12, took the witness-stand 
to-day. 

Sixteen men are on trial in Justice Field’s 


derous work ofthe lynchers. Friend’s story 
first came out on the lith of May. His 
brother-in-law, Nick Everett, had gone to 
Springfield, and, stopping at a boarding- 
house, became acquainted with W. J. 
Meshew. They roomed together. On May 10 
before going to bed Everett seemed restless 
and agitated, and talked much. about the 
Taney County lynching. The fate ot Deputy 
Sherif Williams seémed to bear con- 
stantly on the mind of the new boarder at 
the Stone house, and he asked several per- 
sons if they had known George T. Williams, 
After Everett had gone to bed Meshew says 
he became Very restiess, and would get up 
and walk the floor. At a late hour of the 
night Everett woke ina paroxsysm ofagony, 
exclaiming Don't shoot him, : 
don’t shoot him, George. Meshew became 
alarmed at the conduct of his room-mate and 
did not go to sleep after this event. He 
watched the man during the remainder of 
the night, and tried to get Everett to tell his 
secret. The troubied man talked vaguely 
about bloodshed till Sunday woraing, when, 
under a promise of secrecy from Meshew, he 
began to unfold his tale of the Taney County 
crime. 

„Iwo who killed George T. Williams,’’ 
began the agitated man. My brother-in- 
law, George Friend, shot the Deputy Sherif 
at the Forsyth Jail just before Bright was 
lynched, on the pight of the 12th of Maren. 
Hethen told the story of the lynching in 
detail, as he claimed it had deen related to 
him by Friend.

Young Men of Noble Descent Banded in 
the Enterprise—Their Organ Is 
Named “The Whirlwind’’—The Scheme 
Laughed at by the British Govern- 
ment—The Story Brought to New York 
by the Marquis Be La Ruvigny. 


New Ton, June 11.—To take from the 
bouse of Hanover the throne of England and 
to accomplish Incidentally many minor re- 
forms in the British body politic, is the mod- 
est programme which some young English- 
men of family and foreigners with Jacobite 
sympathies propose to carry out. That the 
house of Hanovef and the present Govern- 
ment are not much troubled by the movement 
is evidenced by the fact that these enthusi- 
asts have been allowed to band themselves 
together under the title of the Legiti. 
mist-Jacobite League. They are nearly 
all young men. They propose 
to put forwarda score of candidates at the 
coming general election. They have a paper 
of their oon which they call the Whirhcind, 
The Whirlwind was started last June by Stuart 
Erskine, son of Lord Erskine and Herbert 
Vivian, heir to great estates. The following 
November the Legitimist Jacobite League 
was formed and the paper was made the 
organ of the League. 

One of these young enthusiasts arrived in 
this city on the Teutonic last week. He ig 
known as the Marquis De Ia Ruvigny. 
Here is bis name in full: Melville Amadeus 
Henry Douglas Keddle Bruce De La Caille- 
motte De Massaue, Ninth Marquis De Ruvigny 
and Raineval, thirty-seventh Seigenure De 


Raineval De Pierremont, De Lusignan, De, 


Staubin, De Massue De Cugy. De Cretigny, 
etc. Comte DeRuvignyand Ally. His family 
is of French origin, but they intermarried 
with noble Irish faniilies. The Marquis is 24 
years old and handsome. He is entertaining 
in conversation.

It would create a sensation if 
we were to publish the names of the mem 
bers of the House of Lords who are with us. 
Weare not the fools we are taken for. Any 
man can see that England is daily drifting 
toward a Republican form of govern- 
ment. Our theory is that a republic will 
be established sooner than most people 
think and that the Republic will not last 
long. The English people are, of their very 
nature, monarchists. A republic was tried 
in the seventeenth century and we all know 
how long it lasted. The republic of the near 
future will be short lived. After its downfall, 
the reaction will set in. Then will be our 
time to strike. The hour of the 
restoration’ of the Stuarts will have 
struck.

The Story of the Lynching of Bright 
and Murder of Williams. 
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| GEORGE W. FRIEND MAKES HIS STATE- 


- MENT ON THE WITNESS STAND. 


He Names the Men Who He Olaims 
Originated and Carried Out the Mur 
derous Work— His Recital of Events 
Interrupted by the A@journment of 
Court. 


ForsrTH, Mo., June 11.—George W. Friend, 
the man who gave away the inside history of 
the mob who hanged Wife Murderer Wesley 
Bright and shot Deputy Sheriff Williams on 
the night of March 12, took the witness-stand 


to-day. 


court, charged with complicity in the mur- 
derous work ofthe lynchers. Friend’s story 
first came out on the Iith of May. His 
brother-in-law, Nick Everett, had gone to 
Springfield, and, stopping at a boarding: 
house, became acquainted with W. J. 
Meshew. They roomed together. On May 10 
before going to bed Everett seemed restless 
and agitated, and talked much about the 
Taney County lynching. The fate ot Deputy 
Sherif Williams seemed to dear con- 
stantly on the mind of the new boarder at 
the Stone house, and he asked several per- 


After Everett had gone to bed Meshew says 
he became Very restless, and would get up 
and walk the floor. At a late hour of the 
night Everett woke in a paroxsysm ofagony, 
exclaiming Don't shoot him, George; 
don't shoot him, George. Meshew became 
alarmed at the conduct of his room-mate and 
did not go to sleep after this event. He 
watched the man during the remainder of 
the night, and tried to get Everett to tell his 
secret. The troubied man talked vaguely 
about bloodshed till Sunday moraing, when, 
under a promise of secrecy from Meshew, he 
began to unfold his tale of the Taney County 
crime, 

**I know who killed George T. Williams,’’ 
began the agitated man. My brother-in- 
law, George Friend, shot the Deputy Sherif 
at the Forsyth Jail just before Bright was 
lynched, on the pight of the 12th of March, 
Hethen told the story of the lynching in 
detail, as he claimed it had been related to 
him by Friend. 

Everett and Friend were beth arrested, 
and the men who had deen named in 
Everett’s story were also taken into custody.

Scotiand Yard never télis what it is doing 
and this number m be greatly exag- 
gra ted, but the fo g are the facts in 
this extraordimaty story, which have been 
revealed by the evidence given under oath in 
All last: Alice Marsh and Emma shrivell, 
two women of loose habits living in South 
London, died of poisoning by strychnine 
on April 286.

BurraLo, N. Y., June 1.—Bryant B. Oran- 
dan, who is awaiting trial on a charge of 
ewindling, fooled five insurance associations, 
GQeluded his brothers in Free Masonry and 
da med the efforts of the police and pri- 
vate detectives to find him for six years. He 
was caught m California, not through the 
usual workings of the law or the secret 
societies to when he belonged, but through 
betrayal of a woman whose identity is a 
mystery to the people of this city 
and to Crandall, if the pris 
onet. tells the truth. Crandall’s 
eenfession of bis identity was not made until 
several days after the police had brought him 
here and his old friends and neighbors, in- 
cluding the District Attorney and Judges of 
the Criminal Courts, had identified him. 
Orandall refuses to tell why he acted as he 
did and the motives of his betrayer are un- 
known. Grand larceny is the technical 
charge; insurance swindling is the actual 
Offense for which he will be tried, unless he 
pleads guilty, as he may in the face 
of all the evidence against bim. 
Ilis only claim for immunity 
from punishmentisthat he never received 
any of the money that was paid by the insur - 
ance associations and therefore he wag not 
technically guilty. The prosecution ex pects 
to show that he was responsible for. the cir-. 
cumstances that made the fraud possibie, 
and that he acted as he did to evade his ua - 
bility to support his desérted family. 
Crandall, prior to April 1, 1886, was a man 
of unblemished reputation in this community. 


He was associated in the real estate busi- | 


ness with Henry W. Box, a real estate lawyer 
and popular lobbyist at Albany. They 
were not in partnership, but Crandall 
was in a position to profit by the judgment of 
the best judge of real estate values and pos- 
sibilities who ever lived in Buffalo. Orandall 
was often a witness.in suits relative to real 
estate values, and District Attorney Quinby 
examined Crandall many times in proceed- 
mes in court, What Crandall did with his 
money is not known, and itis suspected that 
a woman was in the case. Possibly she 
betrayed him because he deserted 
her for another woman. In 
Los Angeles, Cal., where Crandall 
was during the six yearshe was away from 
Buffalo, he lived with a woman as Bryant B. 
Wilson, but it has not been learned she was 
from this region. He certainly went away 
alone. Among his associates there was no 
suspicion that he had any infatuation. His 
home was happy, apparently; his wife was 
amiable, and he had three bright children, 
the oldest child is now a boy_of 18, another is 
a girl somewhat younger, and the baby when 
he left home was a lad ot 8. Crandall, seem- 
ingly, was devoted to his family, outside of his 
business, and to the secret orders to which he 
belonged. He had been insured in these as- 
sociations for a long time before he disap- 
peared, and to some of them he had be- 
longed for ten years. When he left the total 
insurance on his fe was $10,500. Of that 
$2,500 was in the Northwestern Masonic Aid 
Association of Chicago and $2,000 each in the 
Masonic Life Association of Western New 
York, the Ancient Order of United Workmen, 
the Royal Templars of Temperance, and the 
Empire Order of Mutual Aid. 

Niagara Falls was selected by Crandall as 
the place for disappearance. Suicides were 
common there, and he probably reasoned 
that an unidentified body would turn up to 
April 1, 1886, was the day, ana 
in the light of su vent events it was a 
significant date. Crandall wrote a letter to 
his wife, inclosing a small sum of money, all 
he had, he said, and bidding her good-bye. 
He said he was lired of life, as he bad found 
it was discouraged by poor health and lack 
of business success, and would, therefore, 
end tt all. He ve some instructions 
about collecting the insurance on his 
life. Aletterina similar vein was written 
to his half-brother, George E. Newman, a 
merchant ofthis city. Besides looking dis- 
heartened and * the only other 
thing that Orandall did was to pin his card 
to a hat and leave it on a sette near the 
Drink of the falls. The supposed suicide was 
a nine days’ wonder. Search was made for 
the body, and one was found two months 
later. The body was so torn and disfigured 
through the contact with the rocks and ex- 
posure to elements that it was unrecogniz- 
able. The face wasa hollow hole with only 
the skull and jaw bone left.

Most likely it is the nature of her songs 
which stamps her fin de siecle.

Guy de Maupassant, the excellent connois- 
seur of modern French society, has hinted at 
it in all bis novels. 

It is a certain delight in belng reminded of 
the misery and depravity of other human 
beings. One might venture to say the desire 
to imitate Dante, as they rejoice in descend- 
ing hand in hand with this long-needed chan- 
teuse into the social heil of Paris, to witness 
how the condemned of both sexes, of all ages 
and ranks, are tortured. 

This peculiar taste—in particular of the 
better classes—for the maladies of this waning 
century have called forth already the school 
of impressionism in painting, the symbolism 
in recent poetry and the purely descriptive 
element in music.

THE GREAT ACTRESS REFUSES TO RE- 
TURN TO THE COMEDIE FRANCAISE,

Panis, June 2.—The negotiations for the ro- 
turn of Mme, Sarah Bernhardt to the Come- 
die Francaise came to an abrupt conclusion 
on the question of the production of that 
much talked-of drama, the *“‘Juana’’ of M. 
Parodi, The great actress wanted to have it 
brought out next autumn, declaring that she 
would make her reappearance on that classic 
stage in the role ot the mad Queen of Spain 
(the mother of Charles V.) or that she 
would not come back at all. She had 


made sundry concessions as regarded the 
questions of salary, and annual vacations, 
and the like, but on the sul of that much 
desired part she stood rm. M. Claretie, the 
manager, on his side declared himself pledged 
to consecrate the earliest date available fora 
novelty next seasom to the long promised 
comedy of Alexander Dumas, The Route to 
Thebes.’’ SoSarah and her manager that 
night shook hands and parted, and M. Parodi 
may console himself with the fact that his 
long delayed drama has created an immense 
sensation before it has ever been brought 
out. 


We Americans now resident in Paris, who 
were theater-goers in our younger days,have 
perbaps taken more interest in the produc- 
tion of Frou- Frou“ at the Comedie Fran- 
caise than the Parisians themselves. It is 
not so many years ago, it is true, since Sarah 
Bernhardt appeared as the wild, willful lit- 
tle heroine at the Porte St. Martin‘ But even 
then she was too old for the part. She did 
not look it and she drsssed it ili, 
and though her great genius tient 
force and fire to the great scene between the 
sisters in the third act, as one swallow does 
not make a summer so one scene, however 
superbly rendered, cannot carrya play. In 
getting up the cast Sarah indulged in a neat 
little piece of diplomacy which was worthy 
of Talleyrand or of Bismarck. She was very 
anxious to have the veteran actor Lafon- 
taine to play the part of Frou-Frou’s 
father, M. Brigard. Now the role is a comic 
one, and is, moreover, too Insignificant a one 
to suit an actér of the talents and high 
standing of Lafontaine, so when first ap- 
proached on the subject he positively re- 
fused. But he had written a play called 
The Matdservant, and he was wildly 
anxious to have Sarah produce it with her- 
self in the character of the heroine. So the 
lady promised him solemnly that if he would 
only consent to play Brigard to her Frou- 
Frou she would put The Maidservant’’ on 
the stage immediately thereafter, and that 
she would act the heroine with all the pleas- 
ure in life. In consequence of these formal 
promises Lafontaine gave way and appeared 
as ‘‘Brigard,’’ and acted it, I must confess, 
as badly asany artist of his gifts and ex- 
perience could contrive to play any part. It 
did not suit him in the least; his talent was 
for the emotional drama and not for comedy, 
and the only scenein which he showed his 
genuine powers was in the last act, when the 
poor frivolous old dandy sees his tavorite 
daughter come back to her husband’s 
home to die. But his self sac- 
rificce was wholly unrewarded, for when 
the’run of ‘‘Frou-Frou’’ was at an end and 
he claimed the fulfillment of Mme. Bern-

HOW TO HANDLE DYNAMITE. 


Interesting Details of Its 

Manufacture. 

Written for the SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 

The career of the man who handles dyna- 
mite is always likely to be a failure. This 
fact makes the explosive somewhat less 
dangerous to humanity at large than it might 
be. The worst man has some scruples about 
using it carelessly. 

The accompanying illustrations show a 
method of handling dynamite for blasting 
purposes, and a dynamite petard or mortar 


and other things of interest to the dypamin- 
tard. They are of French construction. 

A dynamite cartridge is charged with ful- 
minate of mercury, which is in a greater or 
less quantity according to the sensibility of 
the dynamite. The copper tube containing 
the dynamite and the fulminate is sealed at 
one end and into the other end a fuse is intro-

water. 

The mixing of the acids and the nitroglyc- 
erine is effected by means of a compressed- 
air injestors working from the bottom of the 
tank. This operation done, the acids are 
poured off and the nitrogiycerine which re- 
mains is turned into another tank containing 
cold water, It is stirrea for a quarter of an 
hour by means of compressed air, the water 
is poured awa and the nitroglycerine 
is again washed twice, ‘Then it is filtered 
through chlorate of sodium: The time taken 
in these processes is very carefully regulated. 
Haste is as dangerous as ay. 

There is a separate workshop for each ope- 
ration. The workshops are in ditches sur- 
rounded by high. banks of earth. They are 
constructed of wood, so that there may be 
no heavy projectiles in case of an explosion. 

The nitruglycerine is carried into the dyna- 
mite workshop in receptacles of gutta 
percha. There it is mixed with a very porous 
earth known to science as raudamite, It is 
obtainable ina certain district of Germany.

A BIG YEAR FOR FIREWORKS—POLITICAL 
EMBLEMS IN COLORED FLAMES, 


The fireworks season is wide open and 
manufacturers of pyrotechnicg of all kinds 
and descriptions are as busy as dees, and in 
the meanwhile are reaping rich profits. The 
demand for set pleces and colored explosives 
is in fact greater this year than it was even 
in 1876, when the Centennial of the Deciara- 
tion of Independence was celebrated.

The factories which turn out the big 
set pieces, rockets, candles, bombs, wheels, 
triangles, flower-pots, prismatic fountains, 
blue and other colored lights; mines and 
all the other pyrotechnical articles are now 
running in full blast to Keep up with the de- 
mand, 

THIS YEAR’S NOVELTIES. 

Every year sees some decidedly new feat- 
ures in the evolution of pyrotechnics. This 
being the Columbus anniversary year, the 
manufacturers are giving much of their at- 
tention to set pieces typical of the discovery 
of America, and some exceedingly prétty de- 
signs are now under construction. They are 
made in all sizes, some being hundreds of feet 
in length and depth and ranging in prices 
from $100 or $200 up to $5,000. If a costlier 
design is wanted it will be furnished, 

In the Fourth of July line there are novel- 
ties of every kind, ranging in prices from a 
penny or so up to thousands of dollars. The 
trumpet wheels for instance, are new. They 
are made of colored fire and to make this kind 
of inflammable material is necessary to care- 
fully mix and use powder, chlorate, nitrate 
and sulphate of potassium and im some cases 
sulphur, charcoal and sawdust. The manu- 
facturers are slow to impart information on 
the subject of the chemicals they use in pro- 
ducing the colored effects. They say that the 
publication of the formulas would injure 
their business and set thousands of people to 
work manufacturing Roman candles, rockets 
and other explosives on their own account. 
To encourage this, they argue, would be to 
advocate death, destruction and disfigure- 
ment. 

But to return to the trumpet wheels. While 
they are flying about at an immense velocity 
musical sounds are given out. Then there 
are wheels which emit other peculiar sounds. 

Another novelty this year comes under the 
head of day fireworks. Many peculiar effects 
are gotten, both in paper’ and 
smoke.

OLD RACE TRACK. 


WHERE THE FOUR-MILE HEATS USED TO 
BE RUN—ANTE-BELLUM RACES. 


Written for the Sunpay Post-DISPATCH. 

*‘Ninety-eight pounds even!“ 

Correct you are, young man, replied J. 
L. Duffy, clerk of the scales at the Fair 
Grounds to a young jockey who had just been 
weighed afterarace. The last one had been 
weighed and the employes as Well as the 
spectators were waiting patiently for 
another race. Mr. Duffy walked out to the 
track and after surveytng the field, re- 
marked: Theres ig no use talk- 
ing, there is no comparison de- 
tween the races of to-day and 
forty years ago. My, my, What a change 
there has been in racing since way back in 
the forties. A personcan hardly realize the 
changes that have taken place. Old tracks 
have been abandoned, all the old race lorses 
have died, and never would be thought of if 
it were not now andthen one comes in con- 
tact with an old picture of a noted horse that 
was quite a favorite during hig days. In 
those days we had about ome race a day, gen- 
erally a four mile race, best three in five, 
or two in three, the three heats 
making a sixteen-mile race, but now seven 
and eight races are run in one afternoon, and 
they are divided up in quarters, half-mile 
and mile.“ 

**Have we not just as good horses or better 
than were on the track forty years ago?’’ 
asked a SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH reporter of 
M. V. Duffy. 

Oh, yes, the horses of the present are 
probably just as good and some of them a 
great deal better than in former years, but 
we have no more four-mule homes, and the 
only reason I can give forthe abandoning of 
the four-mile race is, that, as I said 
before, in those days we only had one or two 
races a day where we now have seven or 
eight, and the horses could not stand it to 
run over a mile. 

FIRST TRACK IN sr. Lovis. 

Fifty years ago there were very few race- 
tracks of any note in the 
United States, and they were 
located at New Orleans, Mobile, one in South 
Carolina and one in Virginia. The now 
great race track at Saratoga was established 
in 1868 and for three years was a 
miserable failure, In 1865 wealthy 
men became interested inthe enterprise and 
built the association up. On Aug. 7, 68, 
Saratoga opened up its third season in full 
blast. such horses as Old Kentucky, Phyno- 
dine and Brown being among the entries. 

The interest manifested in racing and race 
horses gradually drifted westward. The first 
track constructed in St. Louis was located 
just north of Easton avenue and east of 
Goode avenue, and was known as 
the Prairie Home Race Track. Maj 
Ames owned the property, and in 1843 
structed the track, which was afterward 
managed by Harry Doyle and a gentieman 
named Godfrey. An old gray horse, quite a 
favorite at that time, dy the name of St. 
Louls, owned by Col, White of St. Charles, 
Mo., made four miles at the opening in seven 
minutes and thirty-five seconds. Nothing 
short of four-mile heats were ever run on 
this course and the track was lMberally 
patronized by sporting people and horses 
from all parts of the United States. As 
the interest manifested in racing continued 
to grow, the old Prairie Home race track was 
virtually abandoned, and, in the spring of 
1861, Stephen Seward constructed a new mile 
race track on the southside of Page avenue, 
between King’s highway and Union avenue. 
Col. Seward managed the increasing business 
for a year or two and turned it over to 
Thomas Bert and James Ammon, 

THE ABBY TRACK. 

It was onthis track that old Danger and 
Surprise, the firgt gets of the celebrated race 
horse, Bonnie land, made their first race 
in this country, averaging 1:45 in mile heats. 
They remained in St. Louis for two years 
and were purchased by a Mr. Olark of 
Pittsburg, Pa., when they were lost track of. 
Aloy, Nannie Harris, Little Hartley and 
Screamer were among the favorites in St. 
Louis who were entered in the sixteen mile 
races. In the fall of 2, Charlie Ellard de- 
came interested in race stock and built a 
course known as the old Abby track, south of 
Easton and north of Page avenues. 
The track was originally a half-mile course 
but when such horses as Rinie Dine, Bay 
Flower, Thunder, Norfolk, Asteroid, Young 
Scotland, Sue Lewis and Abbey Boker were 
introduced in St. Louis, with records on mile 
heats of 1:48, the track was enlarged toa 
mile. It met wit popular fa- 
vor for a while, dat when Mr. 
Eliard died the property Was turned over to 
John Heffran, who managed it two years, 
when it went under. The old Laciede track 
sprung up in es and was located out on the 
Clayton and Manchester er Not *. — 
like the others of the ys 
it met its fate, and in 1873 the Cote ande 
Park was established. being located between 
King's highway. Union, Easton and Page av- 
enues. The grounds were leased by bert 
S. Carr, Jesse January and John M. Harney. 
This park was well patronized from the. start 
and the gentlemen managing the enterprise 
madea decided success out of ituntil race 
courses began to spring up all over the city 
which eventually led tothe buliding of the 
Forest Park and the St. Louis Jockey Clups 
race tracks. 

ADMISSION 50 CENTS. 

Back in the 40s the price of admission was 
50 cents to all parts of the ground and the 
races were 8 not quite as largely at- 
tended as the wild west circus of the — — 
day.

THE GOVERNMENT CROP REPORTS CAUSE 
. GRAIN MAREETS TO COLLAPSE. 


Large Liquidation by Longs—Corn and 
Oats Suffer Greatly—The Floar and 
Cotton Markets Reviewed — Gossip 


From Floor and Street. 


This latest Government report has given 
the wheat bulls a fearfal black eye. They had 
one inning during the past week, but all the 
ad vantage they then gained has gone giim- 
mering, along with all the profits they had in 
their deals. It was a most unsubstantial 
boom in the first place started upon deliber- 
ate untruths, engineered by sentiment and 
culminating in a scare of the shorts. The 
principal sufferer appears to have been 
Plunger Pardridge of Chicago, who had one of 
his dangerous short lines of wheat and corn 
out, upon which he is supposed to have 
dropped some $500,000. At this end there 
was comparatively litttle money lost on the 
short side, but a good many bulis who 
loaded up on the Dulge, have 
seen their profits wiped out and some of them 

ave since taken or faced a considerable loss. 

aked up State reports that presumably re- 
Gucedthe Ohio crop 11 points, the llinois 
crop 7 points and the Missouri crop 18 points, 
were started out last Tuesday by crop scare 
bureaus located in certain fertile brains -here 
and in Chicago backed up by what are Known 
as Freeman cables, reporting drouth and 
damage on the continent and the foreign 
markets excited thereby, it was not dificult 
to get a move ona badly oversold market 
that finally ran away with itself. The ad- 
vance on that day was nearly dc, July selling 
from 88%c to uc and Aug. from 820 to 
85%4QC. Every one of the influences 
used tos doom the market Was 
a deliberate and cold-blooded fake, Neither 
Onio nor Illinois nor Missouri bad issued a 
crop report giving the percentage of the win- 
ter wheat. The drouth-damage cables were 
made up in New York from the latest mails 
containing Beerbohm’s and Dornbusch’s pub- 
lications, both of which, for the last week in 
May, noted hot, unseasonable weather, from 
which the crop was suffering to some extent. 
As for the excited foreign markets—well, they 
were in my mind's eye, Horatio’’—they 
only existed in some interested parties’ im- 
agination. Like all suth faked-up move- 
ments, whether bull or bear, this proved to 
be a roorback, and, save Pardridge and 
Aa few smaller sharks, the result 
has been disastrous to the bull 
side. It has shattered bull sentiment; it has 
disgusted many who were friendly to the 
long side; it has rearoused and solidified 
bearish sentiment. On top of this comes a 
Government report increasing the condition 
of winter wheat from 84 in May to 8.8 in 
June, placing the condition of spring wheat 
at 92.8, and making the acreage this year 
nearly as large as in 1891, whena 612,000,000 bu 
crcp wasraised. This means @ crop for 1892 
of considerably over 500, 000, 000 bu on face of 
the reportand, allowing for loss by floods, 
more than enough to go round this coming 
season, taking into consideration the old 
wheat still back in the country, and espe- 
cially in the Northwest. The United States 
from present indications cannot depend upon 
—— near such a demand from Europe 

s existed this season. The foreigner was 

itten too badly last year in his heavy pur- 
chases of high-priced wheat for actual re- 
quirements and speculative account, and he 
is now in such bad shape financially that 
even witb short crops abroad his purchases, 

resent and prospective, will undoubtedly 
restricted to most necessary and absolute 
requirements. The effect of the Baring fall - 
ure has not yet been recovered from, and ad- 
ded to that are the enormous losses in bread- 
stuffs and in breadstuff speculation, the de- 
reciation in silver that is knocking out the 
Bange with Indian connections, the heavy 
supplies the already have on 
hand and t still heavier supplies 
they have yet to pay for, and the foreigners’ 
lot is by no means a happy one. But Ku- 
ropean crops do not promise unfavorably by 
any means, as evidenced by the general stag- 
nation abroad and the unresponsiveness of 
foreign markets to the several late sharp re- 
actions on this side, and the entire absence of 
foreign buying in this country. The clear- 
ances from this country in flour and wheat 
are not large enough to excite any feeling of 
alarm over the question of depleted supplies, 
especially as the offerings from farmers 
hands are becoming freer and will increase 
as harvest draws near, and a fair average 
crop seems assured, Harvesting is now pro- 
ressing south of the thirty-eighth paral- 
el, and cutting time is nearing 
rapidly above this line. The crop is 
sup to be some ten to fifteen days late, 
but with favorable weatber a considerable 
portion of this delay will de made up. With 
a crop promising what it does at the present 
time in this country, the situation abroad as 
eh as it is financially and the speculation 
as thin as it is, the present outlook for the be- 
lievers in high prices is not promising, though 
a wet harvest might prevent an extreme break 
in the markets. On the Government report 
July sold down to de yesterday and aug. to 
78c, closing at these low rates, and 6%@644c 
below the preceding Saturday’s close, 


Extreme duilness and comparatively little 
response to the bull speculation have been 
the chief features ot the cash market in 
wheat. When it comes right down to a le- 
gitimate demand there is Dut the merest 
shadow of one. The houses that buy for mills 
located at outside points have been out in 
the cold fora longtime past, as these out- 
side milis could supply thelr wants nearer 
home or in other markets cheaper than they 
could here. As for city millers, but few are 
running their establishments, hn the four 
trade is so dead that the few running are and 
have been buying only what they were abso- 
lutely obit to have. Receipts for week 
were 105, bu, against 66,062 the week 
before and 71,829 bu for corresponding week 
last year. Yesterday morning's stock of 355,-

is no clause in pro- 
hibiting the buying and selling of cotton by 
Americans in Liverpool through the medium 
ofthe cable, the restrictions only applying 
to transactions in this country.

The 
Government report proved somewhatof a 
Strengthening factor, although it did not 
differ much from general expectations. The 
average condition is placed at 85.9, which is 
17 points below a year ago, and the 
lowest average, with one exception, since 
1874.

he returns come promptiy enough for that 
one shipment, and he sends them a larger 
one, but the returns are not forthcoming. 
After repeatedly writing, with no answer, the 
shipper turns over the account to a lawyer or 
some commission merchant for collection, 
but when those parties go to collect it, there 
is not enough in the store to pay the cost of 
2 attachment. - Kansas City Commercial Bulle - 


The State Horticultural Society of Florida, 
which met at Ormond recently, brought out 
two papers of unusual interest to shippers 
and dealers alike, One was by O. P. Rooks, 
Chairman of Committee on Transportation, 
and the other by E, Bean, Chairman of Com- 
mittee on Marketing. Mr. Rooks advocated 
combination, the order of the day, as the 
only salvation for the orange growers—said 
that in union was strength, power and in- 
fluence obtainable through no other source 
or system. Combined, it was claimed, they 
could demand and secure more concessions 
from all interested in the carrying and hand- 
ling of the crop. Wr. Bean took a different 
view of the matter, and advocated in the 
most forcible manner the selling of the crop 
at home as thelr only deliverance 
from ruin, or ruinous prices. Mr. 
Bean is a dealer and ‘speculator at 
Jacksonville, where many urge. the fruit 
should be massed, and where the home mar- 
ket should be and where buyers and dealers 
fromevery market, North, Mast and West, 
should come for their oranges it they wanted 
to handle them. it was natural for r. Bean 
to advocate making matters lively in his 
town, but Mr. Rooks’ interests apparently 
did not lie in that direction. 

Strangely enough the auction system of 
marketing and selling the fruft, which a year 
or two ago aroseas the guiding star of the. 
Florida orange wer, was not even re- 
ferred to by these gentlemen’s reports which 
were made up for the whole State. It may be 
added in this connection that there is a grow- 
ing belief that many of the men who con- 
signed their oranges the past season fared 
better than those whe patronized other ciian- 
nels and that thereisareaction in favor of 
this much abused method of disposing of 
fruits and other goods. 


As predicted in this column several months 
ago there is no — to be made shipping to 
a city when there fs a big crowd there. It 
will be the same way m zmeago after the 
World's Fair starts, The following from the 
Minneapolis Produce Trade Bulletin illustrates 
the point we made and confirms it fully: 

** *Isn’t this awful,’ ‘This is simply fright- 
ful,’ ‘I never before saw the like of it,’ and 
similar exclamations were prevalent on the 
market this morning. Trade was the dullest 
ever Known at tals season under similar con- 
ditions, There is a.good supply of every- 
thing needed in market. to feed a 
host, but there was nobody to buy it. The 
opinion was expressed this morning that the 
strawberry trade would have been better had 
the convention not met in the city. There 
was little call for them any class of 
trade. It takes too much time, the hotels 
say, to serve them when there isa rush, and 
while private families may feel able to 
eat berries when alone, they do not feel 
able to feed them to company, hence do 
without them entirely. Tuis is true despite 
the fact that prices are almost. unprecedent- 
edly low. Poultry took the sharpest tuimble 
this morning on record, with the exception 
vf one after Thanksgiving break, and there 
is absolutely no sale forit. Vealis also a bout 
unsalable, although there is no large supply 
inthe market. Eggs threaten to follow suit, 
as they are coming in lively, and promise to 
be more plentiful later on. 

**Taken all round, the talk of a crowd need- 
ing a large supply of frum and produce is a 
good deal ot bosh. They eat canned goods, 
or zthings that can de readily pre- 
pared, but, as a general thing, the enter- 
tainers are in the business for the money 
there is in it, and they are not going to feed 
expensive food if they can help it.

CHEAP SERVICE AND POSTAL BANKS,

distance as a huge joke. He informed the 


absent one that a certain friend was dead, 
another divorced, a third in jail and a fourth 
bankrupt. These were simply untruths, but 
Lamb in defending his position gravely ar- 
gued that they might be true by the time the 
letter reached his friend the following year. 

At the present time the most distant point 
on the civilized globe can be reached dy mai 
in three months’ time. Within the last ten 
years the average time of postal service be- 
tween New York and London has been re- 
duced more than twenty-four hours; several 
ships now run between New Tork and the 

British Isles in six days; the mails are now 
carried to Venezuela by regular steamers 
instead of by sailing vessels; the 
mails from Sydney, New th Wales 

which for merly reached New Yo via Lon - 
don in forty-two days, now get here in twen 

ty-nine days; the time between Rio Janeiro 
and New York has been reduced from thirty 
to twenty-two days. The mail from Yoko- 
bama via Vancouver and the Canadian Pa- 
cific Rallway reaches Boston in fifteen anda 
half days. Letters reach the mo st remote 
points in Africa and Asia all the way from 
thirty to forty-five days. 

The seaport offices recently introduced into 
the foreign mail service have been very suc- 
cessful; the incoming mall is now expedited 
from two hours to a week. 

The advantages of this new system are illus- 
trated by the following exampie: Ona 
Thursday morning at 7:80, 4a European mail 
reached the New York post-office. On the 
way across the ocean it had been thoroughly 
assorted, so that the city carriers at once 
took their portion of it for delivery at 8:45 a. 
an. The portion bound for St. Louis and

other Western points left the Grand Central 
Station at 9 a. m., and was ready for delivery 
in that city on “Friday. Business 
men could answer their letters in time to 
reach the European steamer which sailed 
for Europe at 38:30 on Saturday afternoon. 
Before the introduction of the sea post - offices 
the mall would not have left for St. Louis un- 
til Thursday night,and replies could not have 
been sent by steamer until the following 
Tuesday. 


The proposition to establish postal savings 
banks is not new. Postmaster-General Ores- 
well in 1871 recommended their establish- 
ment, on the ground that immense wealth 
would by their means be gathered, ang, being 
cared for by the Government, would have 
the effect of upholding confidence in the 
country in times of threatened financial dis- 
aster. In 1880 -Postmaster-General Maynard 
expressed the opinion that the system would 
be even more advantageous to the United 
States than it has proved to have been in 
foreign countries. 

In 1882 Postmaster-General Howe favored 
the scheme, remarking that the Post-office 
„need not bea substitute for the savings 
bank, nor its rival, but its feeder—a place 
where small deposits, with slow accretions, 
may securely grow into large ones, then to 
be transferred to savings banks on larger 
terms and with larger earnings.“ 

Itissaid that the penny provident funds 
and various schemes of the same character 
now in existence in our own country—in Bos - 
ton, Detroit, Baltimore, in the towns of Mor- 
ristown, Pottstown, Chester and Wilkes- 
barre, Pa., and in the city of New York, 
under the management of the Charity Organ- 
ization Society, bave all been encouraging 
experiments in this direction. 

Postal savings banks would undoubtedly 
gucceed in the rural districts of our country,

onjaccount of their accessibility and partly 
from the fact that many old-fashioned tillers 
of the soll have no confidence in the regular 
banks. The numberof saving banks in the 
United States is not largeand they are espe- 


‘clally scarce in the Southern States, where 


they are really most needed on account of the 
rapid industrial development. 

The postal savings bank system is success- 
ful in several foreign countries, The propor- 
tion of depositors to the population in En- 
giand and Wales is one to seven; in Ireland 
and Scotiand, one to twepty-fve. In Aus- 
tria the depositors are children, students, 
tradesmen, mechanics and servants. The 
system. works well in Belgium, the Nether- 
anus and France. In Russia, where the 
postal savings banks were introduced in 1889, 
they work in conjunction with the regular 
savings banks under certain governmental 
regulations. They are also found to enconr- 
ago thrift among the poorer Classes of people 
in Italy, India and Japan, and in the last 
named country they have been in existence 
for fifteen years. 

But I do not think these banke would prove 
very successful in our large cities, first, be- 
cause there is a good supply of savings insti- 
tutions for the accommodation of small de- 
positors, and secondly, for the reason that 
our city would not tolerate the slow, 
**red tape’’ methods which would inevitably 
de attached to the scheme. In foreign coun- 
tries they are accustomed to deliberate and 
formel ways of transacting business which 
could never be introduced in our large cen- 
ters of population, at least so faras the bank- 
ing business is concerned.

Iam not in fa- 
vor of the propositions sometimes made that 
the government should own either of these 
agencies of communication.” I think all such 
enterprises can be carried on better by pri- 
vate enterprise. Nor do I believe that the 
rates for telegraphing can ever be so reduced 
asto bring that system of correspondence 
into general use. 


The pneumatic tube system will doubtless 
soon be introduced into the service and will 
prove of great use in expediting the mails, 


especially between contiguous cities ike New 
York and Brooklyn. An old official in the 
New York Post-office very properly states 
that the postal revenue might be increased 
and the expense of transfer lessened if the 
wagons now used in transferring the mail 
from the general office in New York to the 
various stations were superseded by a system 
of pneumatic tubes to each branch office. 

He would also establish branch offices at 
the Grand Central Railroad Station and Jer- 
sey City depot, connecting their raliway of- 
fices by pneumatic tubes with the various 
branches and the general post-office. The 
company having the wagons referred to has 
enjoyed the contract for many years at a very 
liberal figure, and the substitution of tubes 
for wagons would result ina large saving of 
money. Without doubt this suggestion is 
applicable, in a general way, to many of our 
large cities. 

A pneumatic tube connects Paris with Ber- 
lin. It is used for postal purposes, and 
makes it possible for a letter mailed in Paris 
to be delivered in Berlin in thirty-five min- 
utes. Someone has wittily said that if the 
tube could be enlarged sufficiently it might 
be used by either France or Germany to sur- 
prise the other withan army, and so settle 
the quarrel that has existed between the two 
nations for so many years. 


Iam strongly in favor of a reduction of the 
rate of ocean postage from s cents to 2. It 
seems to me that this reform is more urgently 
recommended than many others that have 
been suggested in connection with the do- 
mestic service. We have a large and growing 
foreign population who naturally desire to 
keep in communication with the countries 
from which they have emigrated. Most of 
them are poorand the postal rate of 5 cents 
a letter is considered quite a tax by such peo- 
ple. It is also quite an itemto business men 
whose dealings with foreign countries are 
becoming larger every year. 

This reform has been the subject of earn- 
est discussion for some time past in England, 
its principal champion being Mr. J. Henni- 
ker Heaton, M. P., who has such faith in the 
success of the scheme that not long ago he. 
with two friends, offered to guarantee the 
British Government against all loss if a 
penny-postage should be established between 
the English speaking peoples of the British 
Empire and the United States. 

In comparison with the postal rates paid 
on land, bothin England and America, be- 
tween long distances, the charge for the 
ocean service is much too high, and, in my 
opinion, it will not be long before the re- 
form referred to will be brought about. 

Assistant Postmaster Gaylor says that the 
number of letters sent abroad from New York 
and received in this city from foreign coun- 
tries has more than doubled since 1880, In 
that year the number sent was 12,159,321; the 
number received wus 12,128,220. In 1890 the 
numbers were, respectively, 27,576,945 and 
23,047,0%.. This does not include the news- 
papers, books, and small packages of mer- 
chandise sent by mail. 

According to a calculation recently made by 
a painstaking statistician the average num- 
ber of letters each year written per head of 
the population is: England and Wales, 4, 
Scotland, 30; Ireland, 16; United States, 21; 
France, 15; Germany, 12; and Italy, 7. 


It will be many years before we can expect 
a penny postal rate forthe whole country. 
Before that change can be brought about the 
country will have to be more thickly settled. 
more railroads must be built and the ex- 
pense of the Government in various direc- 
tions in the postal service will have to be re- 
duced. At the present 2-cent rate our charge 
is lower for the same service than it is in 
foreign countries. 

We charge but 2 cents to carry a letter from 
New York to Oregon, but while the English 
postal rate is the same there are no such dis- 
tances between any points in Gfeat Britain 
as there are in the United States. 

It has been argued, however, that a penny 
route could be successfully introduced in the 
large cities. Itis asked if the government 
can carry a postal card from New York to 
California for 1 cent why could it not carry a 
sealed letter in a city forthe same price? It 
must be remembered that the profit accruing 
to the postal department from letter postage, 
which at the present time is in the neighbor - 
hood of $30,000,000, is lost when dealing with 
lower class matter. That is the reason there 
has sooften been a deficit in the depart- 
ment. 

Another point that has been mentioned in 
favor of 1 cent postage in the large cities is 
the fact that private companies are now en- 
gaged in delivering sealed letters and circu- 
lars and charge only 75 cents or 91 a hundred 
for the service, while the Government 
charges $2. The proprietor of one of these 
agencies frankly said that if the postage on 
city letters was reduced the bulk of this kind 
of business would be done through the mails 
instead of through these private agencies. 
Another authority statés if such a change 
should be made the receipts of the depart- 
ment would in two years double the present 
receipts. 

The reformation of the post-omces has al- 
ways been a matter of slow growth. Benja- 
min Franklin, when Postmaster General, was 
so enterprising in his management of this 
department that a British commissioner ap- 
pointed by the home Government to look into 
his doings, declared that he was ‘‘toc full of 
Americah ideas. Rowland Hill, in his re- 
formatory efforts, was opposed by some of 
the leading minds of the day, including the 
brilliant and witty Sydney Smith. And be- 
fore his day an enterprising citizen in the 
time of Charles II., who suggested that he 
would deliver letters and parcels tothe resi- 
dents of London at a certain hour every day,

A STRANGE FREAK. 


A HOLE IN THE ARIZONA PLAINS THREE- 
FOURTHS OF A MILE ACROSS.

In the hall of the National Museum at 
Washington thére was exhibited during the 
meeting of the National Academy of Sciences 
recently a plaster model which seemed to 
represent the crater of a volcano. It was of 
a dull yellow color, and the ring or circle 
was of irregular formation, although asa 
whole it made a perfect circle. The model 
seemed greatly to interest the men of science 
who met on that occasion, and when they 
heard the story which was told about it, they 
displayed even greater interest so that it 
was said that of all the interesting papersand 
marvellous achievements and wonderful dis- 
coveries described at the meetings of this 
body.of great scientists, hardly any has 
aroused greater interest while at the same 
time containing elements which would be 
sure to make the description of popular as 
well as of scientific delight. 

The miodel shown was that of a new natural 
curiosity which, if not recently discovered, 
has been recently explored and scientifically 
examined and explained. It is called the 
American Maar, although colloquially it is 
spoken of as the Koon Butte. While it does 
not rival some of the magnificent wonders of 
the Western country so far as appealing to 
the eye is concerned and may not have the 
scientific interest that some other of the 
native wonders of the West have created, 
yet it is certain to become a great natural 
curiosity andis likely to attract travelers 
from the line of the railway, for it is only 
ten miles distant from a railroad station in 
Arizona. 

To the sheep-herders, the hunters, the 
Indians and frontiersmen, the Koon Butte or 
Great Hole, as they sometimes call it, is 
simply a strange hole in the crustof the 
earth. They have known it fora long time, 
but strangely enough it had never been 
brouxht to the attention of the government 


and earth sufficient torim the eircumter- | 


ence about 200 feet abovethe surface of the 
earth. 

The first experiments were made 
compass. The compasses bad been in 
the navy yard in Washington so that it was 
well known how near a piece of magnetic 
iron would have to be to disturb the needle, 
The tests were exhaustive and not the slight- 
est deflection of the needle was observed. 
Mr. Gilbert then reasoned that if a piece of 
magnetic or meteoric iron big enough to make 
that enormous hole was beneath surface 
it must be at least Mitty miles below the crust 
or the needle would have given some indica- 
tion of it. It of course was absurd to sup- 
pose that any object could have struck the 
earth with a velocity sufficient to penetrate 
the crust toa distance of fifty miles, and Mr. 
Gilbert therefore abandoned the idea of me- 
teoric origin of this hole and began investi- 
gations locking to other explanations. He 
considered many theories, all of which, on 
investigation, with one exception, proved to 
be unsatisfactory. He measured carefully 
the amount of earth and rock which com- 


l 
dy the | 

he found that ifthe earth and rock which 
composed the rim were shoveled back into 
the hole it would almost exactly nu it. That 
indicated toa certainty that no foreign sub- 
stance was beneath the bottom of the hole, 
tor it there was, the material of which the 
rim was composed would more than fill the 
hole. This also showed that the earth and 
rock had been forced out by some violent 
subterranean force. This force, bowever, 
could not have been voicanic, Had it been, 
some evidence of volcanic action would have 
been discovered. Lava would have been 
found and other indications of volcanic power 
made manifest. Neither could it have been 
occasioned py an earthquake. An earth- 
quake splits the earth, tearsitup, but here 
was a clean circle cut as accuately as a circus 
ring is cut, and with no manifestations of 
disturbance outside the ring. There must 
then have been some unusualand terrific 
subterranean force manifest in this spot as it 
had been manifested nowhere else upon the 
surface of the globe so far as scientists know. 

After making some very careful and deli- 
cate experiments, Mr. Gilbertreached this 
conclusion: He decided that far beneath the

scientist until within afew months, Last 
summer some sheep-herders tending their 
fiocks on the arid plains of Southeastern Ari- 
zona picked up here and there some little bits 
ofiron ore. It was almost pure iron, nugget- 
like in shape, andthe sheep-herders became 
enthusiastic, because they believed they had 
discovered in that .desolate country an iron 
mine. They wandered up and down the 
plain, and found that there wers 
many of these bits of ore scattered through a 
territory about two miles long and only forty 
feet wide. The men were ignorant, but 
sbrewd iellows. They knewiron, but they 
did not know much about mining, and they 
were convinced that if so miuch iron lay upon 
the surface there must be vast stores of it 
beneath. Soin some excitement they went 
to Albuquerque, which is the largest town in 
the vicinity, and going to some of the om 
cers ofthe railroad they held out ia their 
hands some of these nuggets of ironand 
said: See, isn’tthisiron? If it is we know 
where there is a mine of it not very far from 
here, anil we are Willing tosell or make ar- 
rangements with you for securing it, 
if you find that we are right. 

There happened to be in Albuquerque at 
that time two mining experts, Dr. Foote of 
Philadelphia anda Mr. Barry, and they pro- 
nounced the specimens magnetic iron ofthe 
finest #uality, with every indication that it 
was of meteoric origin. They were therefore 
instructed togo tothe place indicated by 
these men and make a thorough exploration. 
When they reached the place they found the 
earth pretty well sprinkled with magnetic 
iron, some of it very small, some quite large 
nuggets, but it only required a brief investi- 
gation to satisfy these experts that there was 
no mine beneath the surface, and this iron 
was of moteoric origin and had fallen to the 
earth there no one knows how many years 
ago. At some time in the past a 
great meteor must have exploded, 
or perhaps several of them, 
over that spot, and its fragments dropped 
tothe earth. But while the experts did not 
find any iron mine, they did see something 
which most greatly Interested them, and this 
was this Koon Butte or Great Hole. They 
spent some little time in examining it, and 
were satisfied that it was a natural curiosity 
worthy the attention of the ablest scientists, 
and they determined to make a report upon 
it at a meeting of the National Academy of 
Sciences, which was to take place in Wash- 
ington last fall. This they did, and their re- 
port causéd the greatest interest to arise 
among the scientists, and especially to those 
connected with the United States Geological 
Survey. Mr. G. J. Gilbert, himself a scientist 
of wide repute and great ability, who is con- 
nected with the Geological Survey,gave much 
thought to these reports, and at last it 
occurred to him that possibly this great 
hole in the earth’s surface might have 
bean caused by a gigantic meteor. The 
theory or suggestion came to him on account 
of a coincidence which is very rare if not un- 
precedented. In the first place here was 
meteoric iron in mali fragments, in the next 
place a gigangic crater-like excavation in the 
earth’s surface, the two conditions existing 
side by side. If Mr. Gilbert’s theory or idea 
was correct, he believed it could be easily de- 
termined. If true, then at some time a 
meteor at least three-quarters ofa mile in 
diatemeter had struck the earth at this point 
and with such velocity that it buried itself 
deep beneath the surface, forcing out rock 
and earth and leaving a circular ridge 
upon the circumference of the excavation. 
Mr. Gilbert argued inferentially in the. first 
place that such a hole, to speak in popular

Yhereforé Mr. Gilbert determined to visit 
scientific experts this great 


was actually looked upon as an enemy of the: = 


able distance. 

Butte Mr. Gilbert made some measuremen 
He found that the crater or 

fourths of a mile across, and 

the hole was 600 feet below 
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surface of the earth at this point, perhaps a 
thousand feet,there was a body of water rest- 
ng upon primitive rock. This water from 
some cause became greatiy heated in a pre- 
historie age. The amount of heat must have 
been enormous, for at that depth and under 
that pressure water does not change to steam 
until a far higher degree of heat is reached 
than 212 degrees, Which is the temperature 
that converts water to steam upon the sur- 
face. Whatever the degree of heat it was 
sufficient to convert this bady of water into 
steam of enormous extensive power. This 
force was sufficient at last to cause an explo- 
sion, to speak without technical accuracy, 
or in other words the power of the 
Steam was s0 great that the earth’s 
crust. even 1,000 feet in thickness, was not 
able to resist it. The pressure biew that hale 
in the earth’s surface, carrying with it earth 
and rock and the force of this explosion was 
so directed that it made a veritable hole al- 
most exactly circular. Exactly the same 
thing happened that occurs when a steam 
boiler is bursted by the power of steam. We 
can realize the enormous. force of steam 
when we understand that it was great 
enough to force a hole through rock and 
earth of several hundred feet in thickness 
and to cut a circle in the crust of the earth 
almost as clean as though. it had been cut by 
instruments. Enormous rocks were blown 
to a great distance. 4 representation of 
some of them appearsin the accompanying 
photograph, and the country for many yards 
beyond the rim ts littered with rock blown 
from the bowels of the earth at the time of 
this explosion, : 

Having satisfied’ himself as to the cause, 
Mr. Gilbert next undertook to decide, if pos- 
sible, upon the time when this remarkable 
and probably unequaled explosion occurred, 
His investigation led him to believe that it 
probably occurred duringthe ice age, when 
the whole northern part of the North Ameri- 
can continent was covered with glaciers. 

The great hole, or Koon Butte,is a phenom- 
enon distinct and individual. There is noth- 
ing in this country like it. Were it located in 
the vicinity of the volcanic region of Arizona 
it would be no great curiosity, for it would 
be, Of course, ascribed to the same causes 
which produced yolcanoes, but there itis 
isolated, a natural phenomenon in the great 
plain of Arizona, and with the extraordinary 
coincidence that practically by its side are 
considerable deposits of meteoric fron, re- 
vealing that there occurred iu that exact vi- 
cinity a violent explosion of & heavenly body 
which left its debris beside this unusual ex- 
plosion from the bowels of the earth.’ 

There are in Europe great holes something 
similar and yet entirely different from this 
one. For instance in the Eiffel District of 
the Rhine country there are a number of 
lakes called maare, They are swamps or 
meadows whicn have filled up holes similar 
in contour and appearance to this great 
American maare, and yet while these are 
curiosities and are visited by tourists, they 
differ from the American maare in this very 
important respect that their volcanic origin 
is evident. Volcanic rock is found and lava 
aswell. Soalsoin Central France there are 
one or two and one in India. But these are 
also volcanic. There is a difference, too, 
between the volcanic maare, or hole or 
craters, and this one because in the case of 
volcanoes there are first a series of emis- 
sions of lava followed or accompanied by 
explosions, but in the case of the Maare of 
Arizona there was only a single explosion, 
a terrific and . majestic convulsion, 
over in an instant probably, ex- 
actly as a local explosion caused by 
steam would be, and no flew or indication of 
leva or voicanic rock whatever. Therefore 
the American Maare must be regarded as 
peculiar, individual, distinct, and one of the 
most remarkable evidences of internal con- 
vulsion and force to be found anywhere on 
the face of the globe. 

The writer asked Mr. Gilbert how he came 
to the conclusion that the explosion occurred 
during the te age. He said that it was only 
a matter ofinference, He did not care to

We did not sleep in the van at night, 
but made the Saracen’s Head at Dunmow and 
the Green Man at Harlow, our headquarters 
successively, and worked round from these 
points in a radius of five or six miles, starting 
out in the morning and returning at night.’? 

Now, what Was your usual programme 
for a day?’’ 

After breakfast we usually started off 
about teh. We went ata very easy pace—not 
more than two and a half miles an hour—and 
when we came toa hamlet or village, or to a 
group of men working in the flelds, we stop- 
ped and talked tothem and distributed our 
literature. We always had a good stock of 
leaflets dealing with various subjects, 
which we assorted on the way. An 
extra man whom we had occassonaliy 
to help us with the distribution gave us some 
amusement. One day on nearing the village 
I called out: ‘Now, Bill, where are those 
packets?’ for I had iastructed him to arrange 
them for us. They were not tobe found, 
however. This is too bad,’ I said; ‘they 
ought to have been ready. Come, sit down, 
and put some together.’ He started at once, 
but soon stopped. What's up now?’ 
I asked, ‘Oh, can’t find none 0 
them cursed work' uses.“ This was his para- 
phrase of The accursed Work- house.“ A 
bundle of these having been fished out, he 
went on, but there was again a stop. ‘There 
ain’t no House o’ Lords, sir!’ was the ex- 

pianatory exclamation. I was tickled with 
his clean sweep ofthat anti-Radical institu- 
tion, and still more so when he next an- 
nounced, ‘Oh, I’m sitting on em sir.’ 

About 2 o’clock we would pull up in a 
quiet lane, put on the nosebags, get out 
our hamper and eat our lunch. The charm 
of some of these places where we halted is 
indescribable.

A RANCHMAN MURDERED BY RIS WIFE 
AND HER PARAMOUR. 


Two Robbers Take $16,000 From a Cash- 
fer Near San Francisco—A Score of 
People Witness to the Crime—The Red 
Rock Train Robbers Dodging Their 
Pursuers—The Oriminal Calendar. 


Paris, Tex., June 11.—A tragedy of more 
than ordinary interest, in which man’s per- 
fdy and woman’s weakness play leading 
parts, was enacted near Annetteit day de- 
fore yesterday, George Brailes, a young 
man of prepossessing appearance, had for 
a long time been paying unusual attention 
to the pretty young wife of William Prim. 
People talked, andaftera while intimations 
of his wife’s unfaithfulness began to reach 
Prim’s ears. He would not believe them. 
His faith in his wife was supreme, and grew 
stronger, and he was bitter on account of 
what he believed to be the crudl re- 
Nections cast upon her wifely 
honor. They were well-to-do, but in the 
wilds of the Territory they were practically 
cut off from the world and its pleasures. She 
was an attractive woman and he a practical, 
hard working man. Thursday morning 
he went away from home to look 
after some stock. He expected to be absent 
all day, byt finding thé object of his search 
in a short time he returned at noon and, en- 
tering the house unobserved, found his wife 
in a compromising position with Bralles. 
Horrified and enraged he attempted to 
gssault the man who had _ ruined 
his home, when his wife seized 


him and held him while her paramour 
stabbed him to death. The gullty couple fled 
the country at once, going in the direction of 
Arkansas, leaving the dead body of Prim in 
the house, A little negro irl servant on the 
place saw the horrible crime committed. 


MRS. LYONS IMPLICATED. 


ANOTHER STATEMENT MADE BY MICKEY SLINEY 
IN THE TOMBS PRISON. 

New Yorx, June II.— Mickey Sliney, now 

under trial for the murder of his friend, Bob 


Lyons, in the latter’s butcher shop, 152 Cher- 


ry street, on Nov. 25 last, made a statement 
in the Tombs prison this morning which 
tended to implicate Mrs. Ellen Lyons, Bob’s 
mother, inthe crime, The evidence for the 
people, which was completed yesterday, 
brought out nothing to show that there were 
any eye witnesses to the murder. To-day 
Sliney said that Mrs. Lyons saw it done, The 
case has aroused great interest. It has been 

eculiar in many iespects. At the Coroner’s 
inquest Sliney testified that Jim Lyons, Bob's 
brother, was guilty one, and had 
witnesses to prove’ an alibi, which was 
60 complete that the Coroner’s 
jury exonerated him. Nothwithstanding 
this, he was ded to prison, owing to 
the action of the District Attorney. Subse- 
quently he made three confessions to Inspec- 
tor Byrnes. In thefirsthe said that he and 
Jim Lyons committed thecrime. In the sec- 
ond he declared that Jim was innocent, and 
took all the blame on his own shoulders. 
Sliney was seen this morning just after be 
had had a long conference with his counsel 
Mr. House of Friend & House. He ex pressed 
himself as very Well satisfied withthe course 
the trial had taken in the Court of Oyer and 
Jerminer. 

Ahe confessions are the chief points 
against me, he said, but I can explain 
them easily when 1 go on the stand on mon- 
day. Noman inthe world has done more to 
shield another than I have to shield Jim 
Lyons, and no man has had less thanks for 
his self-sacrifice, They want to know why, 
after I had a good show to get free, I volun- 
tarily put myselfin jeopardy. The reason is 
just this: I had been confined in the Tombs 
ever since my arrest, shortly after the 
murder. I saw no prospect ot escape, sol 
went to the Inspector and made a confession. 
1 did not think that I could be convicted, 
and thought thata confession would be the 
best means of getting out. After the con- 
tession l wasagain remanded to the Tombs 
with no better prospector going free than 


before. 

„When a man has Deen confined in prison 
for a long time he does not look at things like 

eople in the outside world. Some time after 

was sent back I received a letter from Jim 
Lyons, in which be said that if] would go to 
the Inspector and tell him that I had commit. 
ted the crime he would be absolved of all 
suspicion and that both of us would eveniu- 
aily go free. 

At that time lI thought this was good ad- 
vice, and lacted on it. I will swear before 
God that Jam innocent. What motive didl 
have? A man does not go and kill his friend 
or fun. Ihave not the slightest doubt that 
Jim Lyons committed the murder and that 
Mrs. Lyons saw it done. 

Sliney’s manner throughout was earnest 
and he spoke as if telling the truth. He said 
that hereafter he would look out for himeelf 
and would make no more false confessions.

A BOLD ROBBERY. 


TWO MEN TAKE $16,000 FROM A FACTORY CASH- 
IER. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 11.—A daring 
robbery took place on the Berkeley train this 
morning, by which the Judson Manufactur- 
ing Co. lost $16,000 in gold and sail- 
ver coin. Two men boarded the train 
when it stopped at the 53 street 
station. Both had drawn revoluers, 
andthe face of one of the highwaymen was 
blackened. John Gilson, secretary of the 
Judson Manufacturing Co., accompanied by 
Harry Morrison, a clerk, were going to 
Emeryville, where the actory and 
rolling mills of the company are lo- 
cated, to pay a month’s wages to the 
400 employes who work here. The money 
was in two bags, 514,000 in gold in one and 
$2,000 in silvér in another. Uson and Mor- 
rison were both armed, but the robbers cov- 
ered them and the custodians of the money 
were obliged to deliver up the treasury. As 
soon as the robbers got possession of the 
money .they left the car and entered a 
dilapidated buggy drawn by an old horse. 
Glison and Morrison, who had no chance to 
defend themselves, drew their pistols and 
fired several shots at the fleeing robbers 
before they reached the DusEY . ne of the 
men is supposed to have been hit, for he was 
seen to stagger toward the buggy and was 
assisted mto it by his companion. They 
then drove rapidly away. 

The man whose face was Diackened is sup- 
posed to have been an employe of the compa- 
ny who had disguised himself for fear that 
the secretary, who had been in the habit of 
paying the men off, might recognize him. 
The thirty or more passengers in 
the car had hardly realize what 
had taken place before the robbers 
were in possession of the moneyand were 
making their escape. As soon as he could 
get back to Oakland Wilson went to the office 
oT the Chief of Police and described the crime 
and its perpetrators. Halfadozen local de- 
tectives are aiding the Oakland force in the 
search for the robbers. 


WHOLESALE POISONING.

By this means 
and the administration of antidotes 
all of the people were saved ‘at the

George F. Powell Demolishes the Western 
Record in the High Jump—Result of 
Yesterday’s Trotting Races of the Gen- 
tlemen’s Driving Club— Sporting News 
in General. 


The summer games of the Pastime Athletic 
Club were played at Sportsman’s Park yes- 
terday afternoon. The first event was to 
have begun ats o' clock, but it was delayed 
until 3:40 on account of the non- 
arrival of the programmes, which 
did not reach the spectators until after 4 
o’clock when the six heats of the first event 
had been run.

REAL ESTATE AT AUCTION. 
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TO DEMAND PEACE. 


The Irish National League Sends a 
Committee to Ireland. 


O'NEIL RYAN OF sr. LOUIS WILL BE 
SPOKESMAN OF THE DELEGATION. 


American Irishmen to Foroe the Warring 
Parliamentary Factions to Oompro- 
mise—No Money to Be Sent Over 
Until Pedce Is Assured— Dr. Thos. 
O’Reilly Explains Why the Party Is 
Divided. 


*One last, determined effort will be made 
by the Irishmen of America to establish 
peace between the warring, factions of the 
Irish representatives at Westminster. At a 
meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Irish National League, held 
in New York last Monday, . Messrs’ 


O'Neill Ryan of st. Louis, M. D. Gallagher 


of New York and George Sweeney of Ohio 
were selected as a committee to wait on both 
factions and try to patch up a truce between 
them. The ultimatumis peaceor no finan- 
clal support from America. Mr. Ryan will 
leave for New York next Thursday where he 
will join his companions and sal for Ireland 
the following Monday. 

The appointment ofthe committee is the 
outcome ofa resolution passed at the League 
convention in Chicago, Oct. 12. It was then 
stated in substancd that the 


League recognized no division 
of parties and would maintain 
a position of neutrality, neither aiding or 
abetting either side until their factional dif- 
ferences had been settled. In view of the fact 
that a general election is imminent, and rec- 
onciliation is as far ot as it was one year 
ago, the league determined to make a last 
effort to effect some settlement that 
would prevent the progress of 
home rule from being retarded. 
American money is the mainstay and 
existence of both parties, and the delegates 
will be instructed to voice the sentiments of 
Irish Americans in no uncertain terms. 
A PUBLIC RECEPTION. 

The Irishmen of this State feel very proud 
over the selection of O’Neil Ryan as one of 
the delegates. The following letter which 
was sent to Mr. Ryan by a number of promi 
nent Irishmen explains itself: 

ONeill Ryan, Esaq.: 

DEAR Str—In view of your approaching Sopareare. 
as one of the delegation appointed by the Irish 
National League of America, to visit Ireland for the 
purpose of making an effort to unite the Irish 
parties, so.that they, as aunited body, may be 
more powers! in the coming elections, and 
recognizing the importance of the mission, and 
being desirous of its success, and in order that an 
expression of +> approval from the citizens of 
Missouri may be glven, and your efforts strength- 
ened as much as possible in this peaceful mission 
we, the undersigned, hereby tender you a public re- 
ception, to given at the Lindell Hotel on the 
evening of Wednesday, June 15. 

To which Mr. Ryan responded as follows: 

GENTLEMEN—I beg to acknowledge the receipt of 
your commurication. and recoanfZing the grave re- 
7 of my mission and appreciating the great 
aid an expression of public sentiment here will be to 
the delegation, laccept your very courteous sugges- 
tion fora reception atthe tim®and place indicated. 
Yours very truly, O'NEILL RYAN. 

Invitations have been sent out to promt 
nent gentlemen in the city and State and ev- 
eryone interested in the welfare of the Irish 
cause will be welcome.

THE DIVISION EXPLAINED. 

Dr. Thomas O' Heilly, one of the foremost 
men in Irish affairs, took a very hopeful view 
of the situation. Unlike John Dillon, he 
said he could see a reason for the separation 
of the parties. Said he: ‘‘The difference 
between the parties has deeper root than 
the exposures of the divorce court 
in 1 That was the last act 
in the drama of Irish misfortune. In 
1797 Ireland had an army, navy, Parliament 
and control of her own destinies, which were 
gold out through the corruption of the British 
Minister and the venality of an Irish Pariia- 
ment not representing One-tenth of the 
people. In 1829 O Connell, for the doubtful 
rivilege of Catholics sitting in Parliament, 

rtered the rights of the 40 shillings free- 
holders, 80 that this class, the 
greater part of the Irish tenantry 
were not represented in Parliament until 
Gladstone extended the franchise. In 1846, 
when O'Connell proposed to abandon the Re- 
peal agitation provided the Government 
would grant the concession of twelve meas- 
ures, the principal of which was 
the vote by ballot and extension of the 
suffrage, Mitchell, Meagher, Duffy, McGee 
and other young Irelanders became so en- 
raged that they seceded from Oonciliation 
Halland formed the Irish Federation, the 
principle of which was that no Trish 
man should accept place or pen- 
sion from the Government until 
the Union was restored. The principle of 
that party stilllives among those Irish pa- 
triots whoare striving to have restored the 
autonomy of Ireland. They had been 
taught by the bitter experience of the past 
that the venal tendency of the leaders had 
betrayed the cause when on the point of be- 


ing won. 

When pressed further Dr. O'Reilly ad- 
mitted that the Parnellite members were 
really the descendants and possessors of the 
rinciples ofthe Irish Federation, but said 
hat in the present struggle both factions 
were fighting forthe sameaim with similar 
methods. Ihe difference between them was 
a theoretical one, which among Irishmen 
sometimes meanta great deal.

‘GOES! 
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THEY BROKE JAIL. 


ESCAPE OF MORE THAN FORTY PRISON- 
ERS IN LESS THAN TWENTY YEARS. 


The present St. Louis jail was considered a 
model jail twenty years ago, one of the fin- 
ost in the country, and soit was, and soit 
would be to-day were the material of which 
it is constructed as new asit was when first 
turned out of the shop. But the iron flooring 
has been allowed to rust in many places, 
particularly in the cells, and the 
locks and hinges and bolts and bars are 
not as strong as they were twenty years ago. 
Repairs are needed in many places, and ac- 
cording to the report of the last Grand-jury 
one of the buildings connected with the jail 
proper is in danger of falling down. 

The first jail delivery from the present jail 
occurred on the morning of Feb. 5, 1875, and 
in some respects it was the most remarkable 
jail delivery in the history of this country. 
The nights of Feb. 4and 5, 1875, were bitter 
cold ones and one of the six prisoners who 
escaped had been out of the hospital only a 
short time and was still suffering with twoor 
three bullet wounds, either one of which 
would have killed an ordinary man. But this 
was no ordinary man, for it was Pete Me- 
Cartney who planned the escape and man- 
aged the whole affair. The door of every cell 
on the ground floor of section No. 2 was 
thrown open, the inside jail guards were 
bound and gagged and locked up intwoof 
the cells and the jall-breakers then dug their 
way out. The invitation to escape was a 
general one to the prisoners of section No. 2, 
but only ve of McCartney’s colleagues 
accepted the invitation, and the 
curious part of it was that five 
of the men who refused take advantage of 
the opportunity to escape were in for mur- 
der. One of the five was Mike Scanlan, whose 
sentence to death for wife murder had been 
commuted only the day before by Gov. 
Woodson to life imprisonment. Another was 
Charles R. Kring, who, for the murder of 
Dora Broemser in January, 1875, was after- 
wards twice sentenced to death. A third 
was an old white haired wife murderer 
named Morgan who was then under sentence 
of death and who shortly afterwards died in 
jail while awaiting his execution. Then 
there- were John Lee and J. W. Purdam, both 
of whom could have had their liberty, as the 
way was open for them for nearly four hours. 
Purdam, indeed, did crawl out and scale the 
brick wall on Twelfth street, but the wintry 
blasts caused him to change his mind and he 
returned to his warm quarters in jall. 

CAPTURE OF PETK M’CARTNEY. 

Pete McCartney was known then better as 
Robert Wilmer, alias Judd, as his identity as 
the famous counterfeiter, McCartney, had 
not been fully established. Wilmer and 
George Rankin, alias Hoosier,were captured, 
after a desperate struggle, on the night of 
Dec. 10, 1874, in a room on the second floor of 
a house on the Manchester road, near the 
corner of Ewing avenue, not a stone’s throw 
from the Mound District Police Station. A 
Government agent named Watt, who had 
been a counterfeiter himself once, undertook 
to capture Wilmer, Rankin and a third man, 
single- handed, but he found the job 
a little too dig for him, and would 
have been killed, but for the 
timely arrival of help from the 
police station close by. One of the trio of 
counterfeiters escaped and Rankin was walk- 
ingaway when the officers arrived. Mc- 
Cartney, however, was lying on the floor 
more dead than alive and Watts was also in a 
critical condition. The lamp had been 
broken and all was darkness when the police 
appeared on the scene. A cyclone seemed to 
have struck the furniture in the room and 
the two men most injured were covered with 
blood from wounds made with pistols, chairs 
and clubs. Rankin was very little hurt, but 
it was not known whether the third counter- 
feiter was injured or not, as he was never 
seen again and his identity to this day re- 
mains unestablished. Wattsand McCartney 
were removed to the City Hospital and 
they remained there several weeks. From 
the hospital Wilmer was removed to 
the jail, and on the night of the escape he 
was still on crutches. His cell-mate was nis 
old pal, Rankin, alias Hoosier, and in the 
nextcellto them on the ground floor were 
Robert Brown and J. W. Moore, also counter- 
feiters, and in another cell of the same tier 
and section were Dan Banoni, one of the 
shrewdest and most desperate burglars liv- 
ing, and John Hall, a ‘counterfeiter, with a 
reputation second only to that of Pete Me- 
Cartney. Hall was an expert machinist, and 
a cool, determined fellow. The doors of all 
the cells in that tier and section could be 
opened with one key, and to make that key 
was the work assigned to Hall. The 
time chosen for the capture of the two 
guards, John B. Millerand John Heade, was 
when Miller was making his rounds in the 
bull-ring behind the semi-circle of celis. 

CAPTURED THE GUARDS. 

The wicket of Hall’s cell door had been 

left open and it took him but a second to put

his arm through the hole and unlock the 
door, releasing himself and partner, Banonl. 
Then, quickly unlocking the two cells adjoin- 
ing, he released four more prisoners. The 
men had drawn socks over their boots, so as 
not to attract attention in walking over the 
stone floor. Exactly where they caught 
Heade is not known. lle claimed that he was 
suddenly overpowered while in a vacant 
cell on the west side, which he had 
visited in the discharge of his duty, but one 
of the prisoners left behind said that Miller 
was sittingina chair and apparently nap- 
ping when captured. But be that as it may, 
three of the jail-breakers grabbed him, 
gagged him and hustled him out to cell 19 
from which Hall and Banont had just re- 
leased themselves. They tied his hands and 
arms and locked him in and in the mean time 
the others were waiting for Miller's return 
from the bull-ring. As he opened the door to 
enter, they grabbed him and in less time than 
it takes to tell it, they haa him bound and 
ga gged and locked up in cell 17. The doors of 
several Other cells were then opened and still 
others would have been had the  occu- 
pants expressed a desireto escape. Judge 
Drummond's cell was opened, but the old 
man respectfully declined the invitation to 
escape.

It took the cracksmen of the party not 
more than five minutes to diga hole 18 inches 
square through the 18-inch brick wall be- 
tween the bull ring and the jall yard outside, 
Haliiand McCartney bossing the job. They 
had a little crowbar to help them and ac- 
cording to one of the left-behind prisoners 
several other steel implements, and every 
one of the six who escaped was armed with 
a revolver, provided by kind friends several 
days before. Hail had also received $1,000 
from some source. McCartney could not climb 
through the hole himself, but his colleagues 
pulled him through. He kicked one of his 
sltppers off on the inside in getting through, 
and also left bhiscrutch behind, but it is sup- 
posed that his friends furnished him with 
new crutches as soon as hé got out. 

One ofthe men took Miller's hat with him. 
When they lockedupthe guards they took 
their boots off so that they could not raise a 
big racket by kicking the sides of the iron 
cells, but the boots were left in jail. About 
an hour after the jail breakers had gone, 
Lee, one of the murderers who had refused to 
escape,considerately untied Miller’s hands as 
the latter pressed them against the cell door, 
and Miller was then able to untie his arms 
and remove the gag from his mouth. 

The prisoners got away before 38:30 
o’clock in the morning, and it was 7 
o’clock before the alarm was given, a day 
guard named Durand being the first to dis- 
cover what had happened. He found both 
inside guards locked up and at once gave an 
alarm. 5 

Pete McCartney was occasionally heard from 
again in other parts ofthe country at inter- 


vals of several years and spent most of his- 


life behind the bars. He died Oct. 21, 1890, in 
the Ohio State Penitentiary at Columbus. 
TEN MEN ESCAPE. 

On the afternoon of March 14, 1875, only a 
few weeks after the escape of McCartney, 
Halland colleagues—ten more of Jailer 
Belleviile’s prisoners made their escape. The 
first lot consisted almost exclusi vely of coun- 
terfeiters and this time the jail- breakers 
were all thieves and mostof them burglars, 
the list being as follows: Dan Noonaa, alias 
Jim Hines, in for burglary and larceny; Jack 
Carmody, allas Williams, burglary and 
larceny; John Rose, attempted robbery; Jim 
Leary, burglary and larceny; John Kirby, 
grand larceny; Tom Williams, attempted 
robbery; Martin Flanigan, burglary and 
larceny; Jim Brennan, burglary and 
larceny; John Long, burglary and larceny, 
and Dick Ames, grand larceny. The men 
scaled the partition fence between the west 
section of cells and the north wall of the jail, 
and which separates the large corridor, or 
exercise hall, from the bullring. This fence 


is made of cross-bars of iron and extends 


from the floor of ‘the jail to the top of the 
third or highest tier of cells. It is visible 
from the lookout near the main entrance to 
the jail, .but on this occasion the guard’s 
attention was directed to another part of the 
jail for several minutes and when he looked 
around the last man of the ten had climbed 
up one side and down the other of this re- 
markäbie fence and was out of sight. It was 
near the close of the exercise hour 
and the guard in the dull - ring 
had returned to the corridor to 
assist in locking the prisoners in their cells. 
The young burglars had but a few minutes in 
which to dig a hole through the outside wall, 
Dut that was all the time they wanted. The 
hole was made and out they crawled, scaling 
the yard wall directly afterwards. One of 
the jail-breakers was recognized by a de- 
tective and collared onlya short distance 
from the Four Courts, but the rest of them 
got away A and none of them were 
ever recaptured, here or elsewhere. 
CKLEBRATED RYAN’S KLECTIO“. 

The day that Jaller Ryan was elected Jus- 

ce of the Peace—Tuesday, Nov. 7, 1882?—five 
of his prisoners escaped from jail. It was 
customary to have six inside guards on duty 
during exercise hours, but two of Jere’s 
Neutenants were out in the city drumming up 
votes for him. The guards left to watch the 
Prisoners were King, Shea, McWahon and 
Clark, the latter being in the bull ring. Some 
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twenty or more prisoners were in the plot to 
escape, and they would probably have all 
gotten out had not the fifth man been de- 
tected as he was running along the upper 
gallery to the place selected for scaling the 
bars between the jail wall and the last sec- 
tion of cells on the east side of the corridor. 
Eight years before ten prisoners had escaped 
by scaling the bars opposite on the east 
side and then igging out of 
the dull ring, and to prevent a 
repetition of that jail delivery, Jailer Con- 
way had the partition walls of iron bars 
separating thecorridor from the bull-ring 
roofed over, as it were,along, grated iron 
frame orapron being extended from the top 
of the iron fence or partition wall out beyond 
the roofs of the adjoining cells. There was 
still an open space between the tops of the 


upper tier of cells and the roof ot the jail, and 


an expert climber could easily climb on top 
iron grating 
at the side of the cells to the floor of the bull 
ring. With vigulant guards, this, of course, 
could not be done, but the day chosen for the 
escape was election day and the Jaller was a 
candidate for Justice of the Peace, so itis 
hardly necessary to add that the jail guards 
were all very much interested in that 
election. The plot was for several 
of the prisoners to surround the guards at 
exercise hour, whenall the prisoners were 
out, and to start a discussion about politics 
in general and the prospects of Jere’s elec- 
tion in particular. The scheme was carried 
out and it worked admirably. In the mean- 
time a couple of the fellows in the secret 
halled Clark, the guard in the bull ring, as 
he passed a door on the west Side of the cor- 
ridor and asked him what he had heard of 
Ryan’s chances of election, if he had any 
news from the polls outside. Clark bit at the 
beit and f all about the 
regulations jail requiring 
him to the dull ring 
from end to end at least once every six min- 
utes. Finally, after four men had scaled the 
fron ladder and cells on the east side and 
climbed igto the bull ring, Guard McVahon 
looked up and saw Jack Shea, the murderer 
of Officer Doran, running along the gallery of 
the third tier of cells and climb upon the cells 
at the north end of the section. We ran to 
the gate leading to the ball ring on that side 
to notify Clark, but Clark was not in sight. 
Hie was still around on the west side, telling 
some of the ‘prisoners what a walk 
over Jere Ryan was having for 
Justice of the Peace. An alarm 
was sounded, but it was too late to catch 
Shea or any of the four men who had pre- 
ceded him. They had all escape trom the 
bull ring by prying one of the iron rodsina 
window on the east side out of place. The 
rods are six or seven inches apart when in 
place, and a heavy piece of scantling they 
found in the bull ring was all they wanted 
with which to wrench one of the rods several 
inches to one side. The five men that 
squeezed through this opening in the window 
and scaled the east wall to Eleventh street 
were Jack Shea, William Clark, alias Skippy 
Dean, in for highway robbery and burglary; 
Arthur Bond, alias Mike Silk, charged with 
burglary; Jim Burns, charged with assault 
to kill, and Jack Cunningham, alias Casey, 
infor burglary and robbery. Skippy Dean and 
Cunningham had been sentenced to three 
years, but the court’s action had been re- 
versed by the Supreme Court and they were 
awaiting a new trial. Cunningham was ast. 
Louls boy. A few weeks after his escape he 
was run over and killed vy a train in Vir- 
ginia. Skippy Dean was recaptured and has 
had quite acheckered career since. He is 
now servinga year’s sentence in the Work- 
house for petit larceny. Arthur Bond Is serv- 
ing a ten-year sentence at Minneanolis for 
robbery. 
JACK SHEA. 

Jack Shea was not heard from for several 
years, when one of the local detectives lo- 
cated him py a description of penitentiary 
convicts in the Pennsylvania lrenitentiary at 
Allegheny, where he was serving a ten-year 
larceny. The Governar of 
Pennsylvania pardoned him out and he was 
then brought back to St. Louis. He had al- 
ready been tried and convicted and he was 
now sentenced to be hung, but the Supreme 
Board gave hima new trial. He was con- 


victed a second time and his penishment 
assessed at ninety-nine years int 


o peniten- 
tiary and it was then commuted to fifty 
years. 

Shea is, or was, the Claude DuVal of the St. 
Louis jail. His murder of Officer Michael 
Doran was due to his.firstescape. On the 
28d of November, 1881, he and Frank Fone got 
away from a deputy-sheriff while being taken 
from jall to court on a charge of burglary and 
larceny, and it was while running away from 
a policeman on Locust street,afew hours 
later, to avold being recaptured that he 
ran into Officer Doran on Seventh and St. 
Charles streets. Shea had his pistolin his 
hana ashe ran, and as Doran stepped out 
from behind some goods boxes to head him 
off, he shot the officer in the abdomen and 
again escaped. His esca from jail Noy. 
7, 1882, has just been told, and his last escape 
is still fresh in the minds of all St. Louisans 
and readers of St. Louis newspapers. 


THE LAST JAIL DELIVERY. 

It occurred on the afternoon of the 3d day 
of last October, ten prisoners making their 
escape. Onc of them secured duplicate 
keys to the doors leadin from the 
jail to the kitchen in the basement 
of the building see range the jail proper 
on the east and ten of the prisoners Were out 
and gone before the alarm was given. They 
walked through the kitchen, passed the ceok, 
who was sitting there quietiy peeling pota- 
toes and who flattered himself with the 
wy Neng he was being honored with a 
visit from the honorable Grand-jury. When 
Mr. Cook saw his vistiors climb mn the 
roof of the store-house he changed his mind 
and even became somewnat suspicious, but 
his suspicions were at once allayed in 
when told by the last of the climbers 
the jail was on fire. He looked up in 
the direction pointed to by Bank Robber 
Jones, and seeing no flames or smoke, 
turned to ask for further information, but 
his informant and all of his companions had 


gone. They had crawled through a window 
into a hallway in the Four Courts building 
and when Cook Reno ran into the jall to 
notify the guards of his suspicions, the jail 
breakers were a block or more away and out 
of sight. 

Four of the runaways were bank robbers, 
namely, Walt or Watt Jones, alias Stetson, 
alias Simpson, alias Frank,Comstock; John 
Morgan, alias Jim Moore; alias Dinsmore, 
alias Walsh; Frank Walsh, alias Wilson alias 
Watson, and Frank Murphy, allas Gorton. 
Jack Shea wasoneof the ten and another 
‘*notable’’ was Henry C. Orrick, a Wayne 
ay murderer, under sentence of death 
for killing Hiram Curtis at Gad’s Hill abouta 
yearago. The other four were a couple ot 
thieves named Henry F.Seep and George 
Logan,a burglar, named Ed Leubert, and 
Dan Casey, charged with e criminal assault. 
Three of the ten have since been recaptured 
and twoof them are serving terms in tre 
penitentiary. Leubert isinthe Texas peni- 
tentiary and Jones was sentenceda short 
time ago to four years inthe penitentiary at 
Minneapolis. Morgan is back in his old 
quarters in the St. Louis Jail The next 
Grand-jury indicted two of the guards for 
letting the prisoners out, but as the evidence 
against them came from some of the prison- 
ers the prosecution was abandoned,

A new operator was engaged in the Bell 
Telephone Exchange on Fourth and Pine 
streets last week and he came all the way 
from Philadelphia to take the position. 
There is nothing especially new in the en- 
gagement ofan operator in the Exchange 
where fifty girls and men are employed, but 
in this case it is made remarkable by the fact 
that the new comer is totally blind and has 
not seen the light of day for nine years. 
Though he has never seen the telephone 
switchboard nor any of its many appliances, 
he Is as familiar with them and as expert in 
his line as any seeing operator and more ex- 
pert than some experienced operators who 
have all their faculties and senses. 

His name is Charles E. Reavey and he came 
into the world 26 yearsago at Philadelphia, 
which has always been his home until he 
come to this city a week ago. In appearance 
Mr. Reavey is a healthy, muscular young 
man, of pleasant address and musical speech, 
who but for the almost black spectacies he 
wears before his eyes, would never be 
selected out of a crowd as a 
blind person, so free are his 
actions when in the switchboard room. 
Mr. Reavey was 17 years ofage when he lost 
his sight. The period of time that has elapsed 
since then seems to have reconciled and 
accustomed him to his lossto such a degree 
that he speaks of it now without experienc- 
ing the pang he felt shortly after the accli- 
dent. It was in a peculiar manner as he re- 
lates it.

¥ AROUND THE WORLD 


STARVATION, SHIPWRECK AND MUTINY 
THE END OF ANSON’S VOYAGE 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DiIsPaTcn. 


II. 

The Wager, the last ship of Anson’s squad - 
ron, was an old Indiaman into a 
storeship. She mounted twenty-eight guns 
and had a crew. of 160 men. Capt. Dandy 
Kidda her out, and was relieved (pre- 
sumably at Santa Catalina) by Capt. Cheat. 
**When Capt. Dandy Kidd was on his deathbed 
ne predicted that instead of the renown and 


‘profit his companions expected to reap by 
this voyage, it would end in poverty, vermin, 
famine, death and destruction. 

We bave seen that on the night of April 23, 
1741, being then off Cape Horn, the Wager 
separated from her consorts in a furious gale 
ot wind. She was at that time about thirty 
miles tothe westward of the cape and had 
shortly before rolled away her mizzen mast. 

Capt. Cheap stood for Socorro (the appoint- 
ed rendezvous), and as the Wager carried the 
artillery and military stores of the squadron 
he knew that his junction was of paramount 
importance. 

The charts of the coast were very imper - 
fect, and on the l4th of May, when land was 
reported ahead, the sbip had run into the 
Gulf of Penas and was embayed on a dead lee 
shore, 

Allefforts to claw on’’ failed, and, un- 
fortunately at this time, Capt. Cheap—a 
prime seaman, was disabled bya fall. Mid- 
shipman Campbell in his statement says: 
This was the more unfortunate, as it hap- 
pened ata juncture when his skill, care and 
authority were most wanted. Probably had 
he not been thus disabled the ship would 
have never been lost; for not a man in her 
ever doubted his abilities both as a com- 
mander and a sallor, and his authority, had 
he been able of exerting himself, would have 
kept every one to the duty of his station. 

THE WRECK. 

All night long the ship carried a press of 
Sail, attempting to claw off’’ under her 
**courses’’ alone, which was then the prac- 
tice and has its advantages, and at daylight, 
when her head fell off to west, the officers 
thought this course must carry her clear. 
But she was in the Gulf of Penas, as 
stated, ana about that time, she struck, and 
brought up all standing. 

The Captain directed an anchor to be let 
go, but before the order could be executed 
the forcible beating of the hull on the reef 
broke the tiller and forced the flukes ofa 
large anchor which had been stowed in the 
hold through her bottom.* For a time she 
lay nearly on her beam ends, till a mountain- 
ous wave hove her off the rock, and she was 
Again afioat, but fast Alling. 

The officers now ran the ship ashore be- 
tween two rocks, where she bilged. The 
crew had suffered terribly from scurvy and 
several were drowned in their hammocks, 
while many were cruelly maimed and 
bruised, being too weak to help themselves 
ia the rolling of the ship. 

A frightful scene of disorder now occurred. 
Strange to say, up tothis time (and until the 
year 1748) the pay of seamen ceased with the 
loss of their vessel. ‘*The refusal of a frac- 
tious crew to obey lawfal commands did not 
constitute mutiny tn the then defective state 
of naval law; it being deemed that from the 
time a ship’s company ceased to be entitled 
to puy, as in the case of wreck, all right of 
command in the officer ceased also. 

COWARDICE AND SELFISHNESS. 

The good effect of the law passed in 1748, 
continuing the wages of seamen and holding 
them subject to discipline until regularly dis- 
charged, was exemplified in the case of the 
wreck of the Alceste, under Cabt. Maxwell, 
inthe East Indies, in 1817; in H. M. S. Chal- 
lenger, under Capt. Seymour, near Chilae 
Tsiands, in 1835, and, I may add, in the case of 
the little Yorktown, where we had 150 men 
and landed them all in safety, and, after re- 
maining billeted on the inhabitants of the 
Island of Mayo for one month, we reached 
Norfolk some two months after with the men 
in good discipline and health, having lost but 
one man. 

While much cowardice and selfishness were 
exhibited on the decks of the Wager, there 
were some shining examples of courage and 
fortitude. Capt. Cheap himself set the fore- 
most example, as was his duty; andthe man 
at the helm, though both rudder and tiller 
were gone, kept his station. Mr. Jones, 
mate, at the time when the ship was in the 
most imminent danger, not only showed 
himself undaunted, but endeavored to in- 
spire the same resolution in the men. 

The furious grinding of the ship induced 
them to cut away the masts and anchors to 
ease her. The sick were sent on shore, but 
many of the other men, becoming intox!- 
cated, mutinied under the lead of the boat- 
swain and refused to leave the ship. 

Capt. Cheap and some few officers and 
men then landed on a bleak and inhospitabie 
shore; and the first night a Lieutenant of the 
land forces and two men died. The next day 
the ship commenced to break up, and the re- 
mainder of the crew landed, ‘‘When the 
boatswain came on shore, arrayed in a suit 
of laced clothes, Capt. Cheap called him 
rogue and villain and felled him to the ground 
with his cane. 

Some stores were gotten from the wreck 
and placed in a tent under a guard; but the 
mutinous condition of the men prevented a 
proper disposaiofthem. Had it not been for 
these stores, however, they must have all 
very soon perished. As the crew denied the 
authority of the Captain, great dissensions 
occurr ed, and a party of the most abandoned 
men deserted and were never heard of again. 

COZENS BHOT.» 

Capt. Cheap, who stil elatmed his pre- 
rogative, shot and killed Midshipman Cozens, 
* whose mutinous and insolent conduct shows 
that he well merited his fate; but this action 
on the part of the Captain inflamed the minds 
of the men still more against him; and alas! 
most of the officers sided with the men. 

The prevalent mutinous disposition put 
the proper management of the stores saved 
from the wreck out of the question; for 
though death constantly stared them in the 
face, improvidence and recklessness were 
triumphant. Hunger, with all its attendant 
horrors, compelled them to feed on vile and 
putrid substances; and when such filthy food 
ran short, some were suspected of eating 
parts of the bodies of their dead shipmates 
that were constantly washing upon the 
rocks. 

Capt. Cheap’s plan was to fit out the boats, 
gail to the northward and capture the first 
Spanish ship they fell in with. This was good 
advice, andthe buccaneers sixty years be- 
fore frequently practiced it. But the men 
would not accede to it. 

The launch was lengthened and fitted for 
gen. Lieut. Beans, McClark (the master), 
the purser, gunner, boatgwain, carpenter, 
two master’s mates, three midshipmen, and 
the surgeon’s mate joined the refractory sea- 
men, as well as Capt. Pemberton of the land 
force, his two subalterns his surgeon. 

IN SEAROH OF SAFETY. 

Capt. Cheap was left with only Lieut. Ham- 
uton of the marines, W. Eliiot (the Surgeon) 
and Midshipmen Byron and Campbell anda 
few seamen, with the yawland barge. Some 
seventy-three of the crew started in the 
launch and cutter, thelr intention being to 
return through the Straits of Magellan and 
make their way to Montevideo. Some of 
these men eventually got to England; others 
were left on shore at diférent places, and 
many od by the way. Of these events 
the boatewain, Bulkely, has left a narrative, 
The cutter was soon lost and the seventy - 
three men were crowded into the launch. 
seven died of hunger in the Straits ot Ma- 
gellan, and some were left to die on the shores 
Ot Patagonia. The saflors put the soldiers on 


half rations on the plea that they could not 


assist in working the boat. Midshipman 
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Isaac Norris and seven men were heartlessly 
left on the shores of Paraguay. Four of this 
party were killed by the Indians. Norris and 
his two surviving companions were taken 
prisoners and carried to Buenos Ayres, where 
they were redeemed by the Spanish for $30 
each. They were taken to Europe in the 
Spanish man-of-war Asia, and eventually 
got to England in July, 1746. Norris wrote 
anaccount of his adventures in Paraguay, 
as well as of what occurred on Admiral 
Pizarro’s flagship Asia. 

Ofthe launch’s crew thirty survived and 
were sent from Montevideo to Engiand. 

- ABANDONED AND LOST. 

- We must now return to Capt. Cheap and 
his unfoftunate companions. When the 
launch and cutter sailed away Capt. Cheap 
had with him Surgeon Elliot, Lieut. Hamil- 
ton, Midshipmen Byron and Campbell and 
afew men, They embarked in the barge and 
attempted to make their way northward on 
the west coast. 

**The agonizing distresses they endured are 
too numerous to be dwelt upon here; but 
the consequence was that men were put on 
shore at different places and there left to 
perish, while others fell away through toil 
and famine.’’ 

Having landed one day in search of food, 
the men ran off with the boat and left the 
Officers on shore. These men were never 
heard ot again; but the officers were visited 
by an Indian tn his canoe, who finally con- 
sented to carry them to Chilae island. They 
suffered much. Surgeon Elliott died of star- 
vation; but about April, 1742, they got to 
Chilae. Byron, in his Narrative,“ after 
describing their miserable condition, says: 
But we were clean in comparison to Capt, 
Cheap, for I coula compare his body to noth- 
ing butan ant-hill, with thousands of the 
insects crawling Over it; for he was now 
past attempting to rid Bimself inthe least of 
this torment, as he had quite lost himself, 
not recollecting our ndmes that were about 
him, or even his own. Ilis beard was as long 
as a hermit’s and his face covered with train- 
ou and dirt. His legs were as big as mill- 
posts, though his body appeared to be noth- 
ing Dut skin and bone. 

BACK TO ENGLAND. 

From Chilae the four officers finally got to 
Santiago, Ohili, where they were well 
treated, Midshipman Campbell married a 
Spinish girl and went to Spain in Pizarro’s 
ship, Asia, He also wrote a narrative. Capt. 
Cheap, Hamilton and Byron, after remaining 
nearly two years in Santiago, on parole, took 
passage in the French frigate Lys for Brest, 
and from Brest they got safely to England in 
1745. Capt. Cheap lived to command another 
frigate, and ‘‘realized a round sum of prize 
money. 

We do not know what became of Lieut. 
Hamilton after his return to England. Mid- 
shipman John Byron wrote a ‘*narrative’’ of 
the loss of the Wager, which is one of the 
classics of English literature. He was the 
grandfather of Lord Byron, the poet. He 
sailed around the world in 1764 as Captain of 
the Dolphin, and died an Admiral in 1786. He 
was proverbial for encountering bad weather 
at sea, and was called by sailors ‘‘Foul- 
Weather Jack.’’ Theshipwreck and suffer- 
ings of Byron are alluded to by Campbell in 
the ‘‘Pleasuresjof Hope:’’ 


And such thy strength-inspiring aid that 
The hardy Byron to his native shore, etc., etc. 


And Campbell evidently had Byron in mind 
when he wrote the line: 

**Poor child of danger, nursling of the storm’’—— 

Of the six vessels that sailed from England 
under Anson in 1740, we see that the Centur- 
ion alone completed the circumnavigation of 
the globe. The Severn and Pearl put back to 
Engiand from the Straits, the Gloucester 
was burned, the Tyral was broken up and the 
Wager wrecked. 

SPANISH SQUADRON OF PIZARRO. 

But if the trials of Lord Anson and his com- 
panions were great, those of Pizarro aad his 
crews were greater. The narrative of what 
befell Pizarro’s squadron is a veritable ro- 
mance of the sea. 

This squadron, it will be recollected, was 
fitted out to intercept Lord Anson. It con- 
sisted of the Asia, fagshship, of 66 guns and 
700 men. 

Guipuscoa. 74 guns and 700 men. 

Hermiona, 54 guns and 500 men. 

Esperanza, 50 guns and 450 men. 

San Estavan, 40 guns and 350 men, and a 
tender (patache) carrying twenty guns. 

We have seen that Anson narrowly escaped 
this force upon leaving Madiera; and so near 
were the hostile squadrons to each other on 
the passage to Cape Horn, that the Pearl 
came very near being captured by Pizarro, 
after bearing up for Montevideo. 

Aeolus, who is always on duty off Cape 
Horn, .effectually prevented Pizarro from 
doubling that cape. 

The Hermiona foundered with all hands. 
The Guipuscoa was wrecked on the coast, 
and the disabled remnant or the force was 
forced to bear away for the Rio de la Plata. 

RATS $4 EACH. 

It is not inthe power of words to give a 
competent notion ot the calamities which 
befell these unfortunate people in this at- 
tempt to enter the Pacific. Their Vessels 
were torn to pieces by tempests, while fam- 
ine, fatigue and disease destroyed more than 
half the number that escaped shipwreck. 
Even on board the admiral’s ship rats, when 
they could be caught, were sold for K apiece, 
and the death ot a sallor, who died on board, 
was concealed some days by his wretched 
brother, who, during that time, lay inthe 
same hammock withthe corpse only to re- 
ceive the dead man’s allowance of provis- 
ions. In addition to thelr aggravated suffer- 
ings, a diabolical mutiny among the marines 
was discovered by means of a confessor; they 
compassed to massacre all the officers and 
men. and thereby satisfy their craving appe- 
tites by appropriating the whole of the vict- 
vals to themselves. Three of the ringleacers 
were forthwith executed. What a scene!“ 

In October, 1741, Pizarro, having refitted 
his ships, made another effort to round the 
Horn. As the Esperanza had been completely 
disabled and had only eighty-five men alive 
out ot her whole crew, andthe tender was 
broken up. there remained but the San Es- 
tavan to accompany the Admiral in the Asia; 
but the San Estavan was lost on a shoal at 
the mouth of the river, and the Admiral 
sté#ted alone. The Asia rolled away her 
masts and Pizarro returned to the La Plata. 
The Asia was now in such bad condition that 
they fitted out the condemned Esperanza and 
this vessel, under the expert Capt. Mindin- 
uetta finally doubled the cape, and arrived at 
Valparaiso, Chili, early in 1743, 

PIZAKRO HOISTED HIS FLAG. 

Upon learning this Pizarro passed overland 
and hotsted his nag on board her, though 
Mindinuetta objectea. ' 

Finally these two officers returned by land 
to Buenos Ayres in 1745, with the intention of 
returning home in the Asia, which vessel had 
been left rottingat her moorings for three 
whole years. 

„With this view many measures were pur- 
sued to refit and man the luckless old ship for 
her passage to Europe, butas not more than 
100 Spanish seamen could be mustered,a motly 
mob of English prisoners, Portuguese smug- 
lers and native Indians were scraped. to- 
gether. Among these was the chieftain of a 
Brazilian tribe with ten of his followers, who 
had been committing ravages on the Spanish 
territory and were now shipped off to serve in 
the galleys of Spain. These unfortunates 
were treated with brutal inhumanity, which 
roused the chief to meditate a severe re- 
venge.’’

SIBERIA 80 CONSIDERED BY ONE OF 
THE LATEST TRAVELERS. : 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POsST-DISPATCH. 
Loypox, June 8.—Of no country, in 
all probability, can it be so truly 
said that one story is good until an- 
other is told, as of Siberia. The general idea 
is that the great Russian province is a bieak 
and desolate land, covered with perpetual 
snow and ice and inhabited by degraded sav- 


cruel Muscovite soldiery. The harrowing 
tales of the sufferings endured by the 
exiles on thelr long march to their 
prison houses, as told by Mr. George Kennan, 
have aroused the sympathy of the English 
speakiiig world and the name Siberia calls up 
in most minds only feelings of pity and hor- 
ror. The picture drawn by Julius M. Price, 


F. R. G. S., is as different from the commonly 


received ideas as can well be imagined. In 
1890 Mr. Price visited Siberia with a roving 
commission from the IRustrated London 
News to obtain sketches of Siberian 
life, and to give an impartial account of 
what he saw. Mr. Price salled along the coast 
of the Kara Sea, up the mighty Yenisel, and 
from thence made his way across the contl- 
nent by way of Mongolia and China, finally

are not spoken and written of in the same 
sentimental manner, for asa rule they are 
far worse of. The agonies of prisoners 
in the march does not appear to have come 
under the observation of Mr. Price. He states 
that it passes his comprehension how any 
one who has seen a convict train can regard 
it as a pathetic sight. The convicts have to 
walk, it is true, if they are able, but this is a 
task which must be performed by their 
guards also, and no great amount of sympa- 
thy is wasted or Called for in their case. 
When the prisoners are sick, {foot- 
sore or lame they are allowed 
to ride in the baggage wagons. A number of 
the stopping places of the prisoners, the 
famous ostrays, were examined, and Mr. 
Price was astonished, not at the inhumani- 
ties of the Russian officials, but at the hu- 
mane manner in which the exiles were 
treated, and the kindly feeling manifested by 
the authorities. 
POLITICAL PRISONERS. 

Astothe political prisoners at Irkutsk, a 
great depot, they were allowed books to read, 
had their own mattresses and bedding, and 
such as desired were provided with 
tabacco, while if they chose they could livea 
life of absolute idleness. All were unjustly 
condemned, according to their oon stories, 
such trifling matters as plots for wholesale 
or retail assassination being considered by 
most as having nothing criminal in their na- 
ture. Mr. Price is inclined to believe that 
the fact that his journey had for its object

emerging at Shanghai. After nearly two 
years’ travel he returned to England, and 
the story which he tells proves that 
the great Asiatic province of the 
Czar is not nearly as black as 
it has been painted, but it is in many respects 
a most delightful place of residence. The city 
of Yeniseisk was visited by him. This place 
isin the very heart of Asia, and nearly two 
thousand miles from the nearest raliroad. 
THE TRUE SIBERIA. 

But instead of finding it ia the midst of an 
ice-bound waste, pled by wretched exiles 
wearing away their lives in cheerless 
and hopeless misery, the artist 
found himself in the midst 
of ahappy and prosperous population, pro- 
vided with all ot the comforts and most of 
the luxuries of Western Europe, and was en- 
tirely European in its character. On the 
evening of his arrival a ball was given at the 
club-house, an excellent band was play- 
ing a familiar waltz, and a gay and 
brilliant throng of dancers filled the 
large and handsome rooms. The dreary 
horrors of Irkutsk have been fre- 
quently portrayed, but never the Irkutsk 
of 1890. The description of a ball given by M. 
de Sievers, the millionaire, is calculated to 
upset a great many preconceived notions 
concerning life in Siberia. The great rooms 
were crowded with as smart a throng as the 
best London drawing rooms could show, a 
regimental band rendered waltzes and poikas 
from a gallery constructed for the purpose, 
while around the fountain in the win- 
ter garden the string band of the 
city played. Exotic shrubberies filled the 
rooms and windows, the arrangements and 
appointments were ofthe most perfect de- 
scription, andit was difficult to realize that 
this magnificent entertainment was given in 
the heart of what the visitor had been taught 
to regard as a savage wilderness. Again at 
Krasnorarsk, a town over a thou- 
sand miles from any railroad, Mr. 
Price’s original conception of Si- 
berla received a rude shock. He visited 
that place during the winter, and unhesitat- 
ingly said that if asked whether he should 
prefer it or London as a winter residence 
he. would pronounce in favor of. the 
Siberian town, with its bright biue sky, 
Christmas festivities, and gay and orilliant 
society. Every day that hetraveled the im- 
pression was borne upon him with greater 
and greater force that no country in the 
world was less known or as 
much maligned as Siberia. Res! 
dence in its cities would not 
be regarded as a punishment, but as a privt- 
lege, and a more cultured and delightful so- 
ciety than tbat of many places it would be 
difficult to find outside of the great capitals 
of Europe. 

SIBERIAN EXILES. 

But there is another side to Siberian life, 
upon which it is most often viewed, convict 
Siberia. Mr. Price is no advocate of the ex- 
lle system, denouncing it as a wrong 
and demoralizing one. Naturally he paid 
much attention to it, visited the convicts 
in their quarters and on the march, and 
made close iaquiries concerning their life and 
treatment. A diligent search for the tradi- 
tional horrors proved eminently unsuccess- 
ful, In fact if his accounts are to be believed 
an immense amountof sympathy has been 
wasted on the Siberian exiles. In talking 
with prisoners he heard many tales of hard- 
shipand suffering, and if their stories were 
to be believed scarcely a prisonerin Siberia 
was not an oppressedinnocent. Kecalling 
the fact, however, that in several visits to 
English prisons he nad failed to find a pris- 
oner who had not been unjustly condemned, 
Mr. Price was not inclined to accept their 
accounts as accurate without further proof, 
and this proof was seldom it ever forthcom.- 
ing. . After long experience he arrived at tho 
conclusion that the Russian criminals exiled 
to Siberia are better off and better treated 
than those convicted of like offenses in any 
other part of the world.

THE EFFECT ON A HUSBAND OFA WIFE'S 
FINANCIAL INDEPENDENCE. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-Dispatcn. 

The precise effect on her husband, of a 
married woman’s working for money, de- 
pends entirely upon how he looks at it. If 
he takes no particular interest in her work, 
or if he is inclined to feel jealous of the time 
it oceupies, it is apt to be an annoyance to 
aim, and to produce certain results that are 
undesirable. He comes home, tiredin mind 
or body, according as his daily work is with 
the brain or the hand. He needs a complete 
change; a pleasant, orderly home, a cheerful 
house- mistress, bright, contented children, 
ready for reading, music, games, or talk on 
affairs of mutual interest, whichever is most 
agreeable to the little circle. — 

It he finds instead a preoceupied wife, 
either tired from her own work, and so inca- 
pable of making a home, children restless, 
indifferent, longing to get away, a house 
showing the neglect or want of interest of 
the mistress—in a word, if the feeling of 
home is lacking, what is there to keep him 
within those four walls and away from the 
many attractive lounging places always open 
to men, where he can find the change bis na- 
ture demands, in lively society and amuse- 
ment of one sort or another? 


that the cultivation of a taste for these places 
in her husband is a sorrow to a wife, a serious 
loss to the children and utterly destructive of 
any real home life. 

It might be said, in answer to this, by some 
unhappy sister, chafing under the burden of 
the unsatisfied needs of herself and her chil- 
Gren, and eager to take measures to supply 
them, that since it is his own short-comings 
that force his wife to outside work, it is right 
that he should suffer somewhat. But let her 
never forget these facts; first, that his ina- 
bility to supply the family necessities may 
not be through any fault of his; and 
secondly, that he does not so often suffer 
from it, as cause his family to suffer. 

Upon the duties and responsibilities of the 
husband I do not propose to speak. The 
question [am trying to answer is this; men 
being what they are and doingas they do— 
how are they influenced by the wife’s at- 
tempt to add to the family income by outside 
work? 

The natural result ona man who feels no 
interest in his wife’s work, seems to be, to 
wean him from his family, to divide their in- 
terests, and make them grow apart. 

The case ig totally different where the hus- 
band co-operates with his wifein her pur- 
suits, feels a pride in her success, and a de- 
sire to assist her, looking eagerly for her 
articles if she is a writer, reading and enjoy- 
ing them quite as often as criticising. There 
is always a fine chance for his help, for the 
woman’s lack of business training shows, the 
moment she attempsany branch of work. 
Whether her labor be with the pen or the 
hands, whether she write books or make 
cakes, between her work and the money re- 
turns there is always more or less business; 
contracts to make; accounts, which some- 
times, like Dickens’ child wife’s, ‘‘won’t add 
up;’’ various details to arrange, in which 
busi ness ability is exceedingly useful. 

I know such a case at this moment. A gen- 
tleman engaged all dayin serious transac- 
tions of a large business house, comes home 
to dinner at 6 o’clock and plunges at once into 
another mass ot affairs belonging to his wife, 
whois also at the head of anexacting busi- 
ness. He keeps all her books, straightens out 
all financial difficulties and helps with sug- 
gestion and advice out of his wide experience, 
After a long evening of work he starts out in 
the morning with two or three men to see’’ 


enjoys her work, and so far from separating 
them, it draws them closer together. 

Why, then, ts it not well? Look at the re- 
sult. This pair are a business firm; with them 
there is no home life, in which the mind and 
heart can havetheir share of attention and 
culture. There is no time for the reading of 
noble books out of the lige of their work; no 
chance for the enjoyment of Nature; no op- 
portunity for the cultivation of music or art, 
and there are no children to break into this 
constant round of work. 

For the husband, (as we are specially con- 
sidering the effect on him,) there is nota 
moment’s rest from business, From his 
hurried breakfast to his late going to bed, 
one set of faculties are constantly active, 
Details may be different, but his wife’s af- 
fairs and his own all come under one head, 
Now, in our eager life of to-day, no human 
being can long endure a constant strain upon 
one point. He must have rest in the shape 
ot a change of interest or occupation, or he 
will break down. 

Home should be toevery man a place where 
no business thought intrudes, a complete re- 
lef from the occupations of the day. Be- 
cause it generally is so, because in most 
cases society, books or lectures, or simple 
home interests take his attention in the 
evenings, men are able to endure the strain 
of their work year after year, while the fact 
that women do not getthis daily change of 
leaving the scene of their all-day’s labor, aud 
resting themselves in a fresh atmosphere, 
with different interests and thoughts, is one 
reason why they sooner break down, or more 
imperatively need a vital change, like a 
journey. 

This demand of the time has come to be

tor money on a husband, who—asinthe case 
given—sympathizes with his wife’s pursuits, 
is, as I said, quite unlike that upon one who 
is indifferent, bat the result is almost equally 
unfortunate. 

There ts still another way in which a wife’s 
pecuniary independence sometimes affects 
her husband, The masculine mind seems to 
be so constituted that the responsibility of 
being the sole support and maintenance of 
the family is indispensable as a balance 
wheel in its career, So long as an honorable 
man is possessed of that incentive he will 
spare noeffort to do bis whole duty. But 
take away the feeling of responsibility and 
the ordinary human being seems to lose his 
motive for effort. He willl easily and natur- 
ally drift into carelessness, depend more and 
more upon the income of his wire to supple- 
ment his own pecuntary shortcomings, and 
feel less ana less the obligations he assumed 
in founding a family. Ihave heard of men 
who began with regarding the earnings ofa 
wife as a personal insult, and ended with de- 
pending upon her for daily bread. 

This idiosyncracy of our brothers is nota 
discovery of mine. Men whoKnow human 
nature, doctors, lawyers, clergymen will 
testify to its existence. Not very long ago, a 
wife who was in difficulty with her hus 
and could not getany support, asked the ad. 
vice of her lawyer (who was also a friend of 
her husband), about doing something for 
herself. The wise old gentleman told her by 
ho means to do so, rather to suffer almost to 
starvation before taking that step; for, said

OLD PLANTERS’ HOUSE. 


Death of a Young English Explorer From 
Cholera in 1848. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 

Now that the Planters’ House, one of the 
old landmarks of st. Louis, is being demol- 
ished, there are many reminiscences recalled 
to mind of events that have happened under 
its roof. 

In September, 1848, Lieut. George Frederic 
Ruxton, a young English traveler and author, 
arrived: at the Pianters’ House, and while 
making arrangements to pursue his journey 
tothe Rocky Mountains, was attacked with 
cholera and died within a week after his 
arrival. 

Scarcely known to any one here, his remains 
were taken in charge by strangers and buried 
in an outlying cemetery. He died at the 
early age of 28, yet his name was quite famous 
in England. Ruxton had been educated at 
Sandhurst Military College, and at the age of 
17 volunteere1 in the Spanish service during 
the Carlist war; was commissioned as liet- 
tenant in the Eighty-ninth British 
Regiment, served in Canada, and, re- 
signing, spent some years among the 
Indians and trappers of the West. He then 
undertook the exploration of Africa, with 
but a single companion, but it seems both 
nature and man Daffied the execution of this 
aesign. He then, just before our war with 
Mexlco, made a tour through all the 

rovinces of that country, and. 6 t the 
ollowing winter in the region of the Rocky 
Mountains, returning to England in August, 
1847. Meantime he published several books 
which were eagerly read by British readers. 
One book was entitled Adventures in 
Mexico and the Rocky Mountains.“ 

Tne other was entitled ‘‘Life in the Far 
West,’’ and contained accounts of several 
St. Louis characters, as the Bents, the St. 
Vrainsand others veiled under a slim disguise; 
also of the merits of Sam Hawkins’ rifies, 
made in st. Louis, which figured in ali the 
encounters with bears, buffalo and Indians. 

Ruxton’s last letter, written previous to his 
death, stated that on leaving St. Louis his 
route would take him to Fort Leavenworth 
or Independence on the Indian ‘frontier. 
**Thence, packing my possessions ona mule 
and mounting a buffalo horse (Panchito, if he 
is still alive), I strike the Santa Fe trail to the 
Arkansas, away up that river to the mount- 
ains, winter in the Bayou Salade, where Kii- 
buck and La Bonte joined the Utes, cross the 
mountains next spring to great Salt Lake— 
and that’s farenough to look forward to-

he had purchased with 4,500 francs he ro- 
ceived 40,000. Avain, David Cox’s picture 
called the vale of Clwyd,’’ for which he 
originally received 100 guineas,and which sold 
in 1860 for 265, the other day at Christie's, 
brought 4,500. And lLandseer’s famous 
„Monarchs of the Glen,“ inted to fill a 
panel in the reception room of€hs House of 
Lords, was refused by Parliament because 
300 guineas seemed too high a price for it, 
and bought by Lord Londesborough for 900 
guineas, a publishing house xuiving the artist 
at the same time 300 guineas for the right to 
engrave it; later it was purchased by Lord 
Cheylesmore for £5,510, and when his col- 
lection was recently dispersed went to a Lon- 
don dealer for £7,245. 

To set against this I may mention that an- 
other Landseer, bought by Lord Cheylesmore 
for 3,360 guineas, fetched at the same sale 
only 900. This was a poor specimen, how- 
ever—a ‘‘Lady Godiva’’—and no doubt even 
900 guineas represented a large advance on 
the sum that Landseer himself rece!ved for 
it. In short, if you choose even a fairly good 
painter, buy from him and buy a fairly good 
piece of his work, you are pretty sure to get 
back your money with tremendous interest— 
especially if you sell soon enough. 

And even if you buy pictures that are only 
moderately good, or actually not good at all, 
they are cheaperin the end than any other 
luxurles—or, ifthe Free Art League objects 
to my calling them luxuries, they are cheaper 
than any other necessities which poor people 
have to go without.

Buck SnoALs, N. O., June 8.—This is a great 
pleasure resort, consisting of seventy-five 
acres lying along the French Broad. It is 
frequented by myself and a weaithy man 
who is building mea house overlooking the 
river. The estate lies on this side of the 
French Broad. So does the man who thought 
he could dig me a damp well at a depth of 80 
feet when he knew damp well that he could 
not. I had aimed to celebrate the landing of 
Christopher Columbus thls summer with a 
considerable amount of explosives, but I 
have already used my allowance in this well, 
and did not make very much noise, either. 
As I pen these lines I see the man 
slowly emerging from the well. He is the 
man who has been digging the well. He has 
a stern look and a big dynamite cartridge in 
each band. Come to think about it, he did 
not say that he could strike water at a depth 
of eighty feet. It was a feeble old man who 
afterward turned the contract over to this 
one. 
Iam buildinga house and studdery here on 
the estate and learning how to till the farm, 
go that by piecing out the crop with my sal-

ary I can maintain three North Carolina hens 
and possibly add a guinea in the fall. 

When George and I—George Vanderbilt and 
I—came here to show the ‘Tar Heel horti- 


culturists how brains would overmaster a 


sluggish soil, and how, with a course of care- 
ful rotation of crops and by tickung those 
overshot farms with the hoe, we could make 
them laugh—a low, gurgling laugh—we did 
not know that each acre of the Venetian red 
hillsides needs a livery stable and a feed store 
on tt to enrich it. 

We are learnſug that with some sor- 
row and trrigating our watermelons 
with tears. We exchange work, weep- 
ing on each other’s watermelons. My 
tears go further than his and knock the 
striped bugs quicker, he thinks, On a good 
day I can cry over quite a patch. 

Cow peas are used here a good deal for 
bringing up the soil. I never heard of them 
before. They are of no use except to bring 
up the soll. They do not make good soup, 
and they are nota foricultural exhibit that 
one would go very far to attend, but for im- 
paired soll and loss of fertility they are 
highly spoken ot. 

Wet down the farm with Apollinaris water, 
then put on camphor tar to prevent moths 
from eating the young sassafras which grows 
here quite plentifully, andas a foliage plant 
ranks with the bull thistle and jimson weed 
of the vulgar and nasty North. 

Now dust off the farm, as there might pos- 
sibly be remnants of soil on it. Next mix 
enough white lime with your red hillside to 
give it a ereamy shade. Some put bluing in 
their farms here. Now fertilize the abut- 
ments of your farm with chaos from the 
barn and summer fallow the land. By au-

tumn you can turothe soil over and cross 
plow.” This will bring the under side of the 
farm tothe surface. This should have a top 
dressing of guano, and if you have in the 
house two or three carloads of shad roe that 
is pretty gamy, you will find that it will 
startie the soll and possibly give a great 
stimulus. 

At first Ioverstimulated my farm and gave 
ita headache. I put on it several of Zola’s 
works and then added some other fertilizing 
material, which gave the soil what the 
physicians call hyperirutrition, followed by 
Overexhilarat ion and then coma, 

My peas have been planted three times, 
and each time eaten by rabbits. When I first 
came here I put on my grounds this notice: 


No shooting on these grounds except 
for political reasons. 
; Moonlight lynching parties will also 
: please not hitch to these trees.

As a result, the estate is covered with wild 
game, and yesterday I tried allthe forenoon 
to overhaul a turkey that had apparently 
stolen her nest, only to learn at noontime 
that she was a wild tarkey and rather better 
than the average as a roadster. 

But the fatigue and face of nature in west- 
ern North Carolina at this seoson of the year 
make you scream with delight. Every curve 
in the road gives one a new and beautiful 
picture of the far blue mountains, the near 
green of the foothills and the magnificent 
forest and wood flowers at your elbow in the 
foreground. 

North Carolina has the widest range of va- 
rieties in useful and ornamental woods of 
any locality in the world, I reckon. In the 
radius of a few miles all kinds of oaks, pines, 
hickory, maple, elm, ash, etc., without end, 
are found, and among others the tulip tree, a 
beautiful ornamental wood, especially when 
it is curly and well finished up. On this tree 
grows each summera big tulip, olive green 
on the outside and shading down on the in- 
side to a bright lemon color or straw. Every 
shade of green and yellow make up this beau- 
tiful flower, and the tree is often covered with 
it, though it grows seventy or eighty feet 
high. 

Ever and anon through the shady woods, 
as one rides, he gets the flash of a scariet 
avalia twenty feet high, or smells the rich 
and penetrating odor of the calacanthus, as 
mellow andsweetas the bouquet of a pert. 
The laurel covers the sides of the mountain 
now, and it you keep your eye peeled you 
will see the sharp explosion of red fire, 
which shows that the oriole is looking for 
the early rising worm in the ferny gien. 

The rhododendron is also now on deck with 
ite mighty waxen flowers and its wonderful 
leaves of rich and varnished green. From 
Hickory Nut Gap Mr. Vanderbilt has brought 
this season, I presume, half a million of these 
beautiful natives and transplanted them to 
his grounds on the French Broad. They will 
look well and add to the value of his estate 
possibly also sending my own up 80 cents 
peracre, which on eight acres gives a neat 
advance of $2.40 to the keen and thoughtful 
proprietor of Buck Shoals. 

There are also several of the rarest and 
most curious orchids growing wild here, 
which dumfound and delight the botanist, 
the frist, the phrenologist and the veterin- 
arian, One of them especially is very beauti- 
ful,and has a nametoit which I am now 
picketing my cow.
